May it please Your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit to your Excellency a report and summary tables 
relating to the Marriages, Births, and Deaths, which were registered in Ireland during 
the decade, ended on the 31st December, 1880. • 

This summary may be considered as an appendix to the annual report on Marriages, 
Births, and Deaths, for the year 1880, which was presented to your Excellency’s 
predecessor on the 9th of January, 1882. In concluding that report I expressed 
a hope that I should soon be able to put this summary in hands. The publication of 
the report on the Census of 1881, and the necessity of devoting all my available 
time and attention to the completion of that great work unavoidably delayed the 
commencement of this. 

No attempt has hitherto been made to summarize a decennium of the registration 
work of this department, although summaries have been made in England for terms 
of years terminating at each Census period. 

In the Irish Census Publications for 1841, 1851, 1861, and 1871, “ Beports and Tables 
on Deaths,” were included, compiled under the special direction of the Census Commis- 
sioners, but as the information contained in them was derived mainly from the recollection 
of people as to the events in their families during the previous decades they were 
necessarily imperfect. Birth and Marriage returns were collected in a similar 
manner on these occasions, but these had similar though, probably, not so great, 
imperfections. 

The systematic registration of Births and Deaths was first instituted in Ireland 
in 1864 ; therefore, at the time of taking the Census of 1871, there was not a complete 
decade of registration records to deal with, so that in 1881 the first opportunity 
presented itself of making a summary of the kind here submitted. 

The registration of Marriages other than those celebrated by the Roman Catholic 
clergy was provided for under the Act 7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81, which came into force 
on the 1st April, 1845, but Roman Catholic marriages were not registered until the 
year 1864, when the Act 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, for the registration of those Marriages 
came into operation. 

The following Acts amending the law relating to the registration of Births, Deaths, 
Marriages, and Vaccinations in Ireland came into operation during the period from 
1st January, 1871, to 31st December, 1880. 

33 & 34 V., Cap. 110 — Part II. — (Marriages ). — This statute was rendered necessary 
by the passing of the Irish Church Act, and made provision for the Marriages of 
members of the Church of Ireland, as disestablished, after 31st December, 1870. 

34 & 35 Vic., Cap. 49— (Maoriages ).— This Act passed 13th July, 1871, amended 
the statute of 1870, and amongst other things provided machinery for the registration 
of Marriages by special licence. 

35 Vic., Cap. 10 — ( Marriages ). — This enactment amending 23 Via, cap. 18, came 
into operation on 1st January, 1873, and made further provision for Marriages solemnized 
according to the usages of the Society of Friends. 
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36 Vic., Cap. 16 — {Marriages). — This statute was passed on _15th May, 1873, in 
consequence of doubts having been entertained whether the provisions of the Act 26 
Vic., cap. 27, extended to places of public worship used by a church or religious 
community who are not Roman Catholics, and who do not describe themselves as

37 & 38 Vic., Cap. 88 —{Births and Deaths).— This is an English statute, which 
came into operation on the 1st January, 1875, but by section 37, provision is made 
for the registration in Ireland of Births and Deaths at sea of Irish subjects of Her 
Majesty. 

42 Vic., Cap. 8 — {Marriages, Births, and Deaths). — This Act provides for the regis- 
tration of Births, Deaths, and Marriages, occurring out of the United Kingdom among 
officers and soldiers of Her Majesty’s forces and their families. 

42 & 43 Vic., Cap. 70 — {Vaccination). — This enactment, passed on 15th August, 1879, 
amended the law relating to vaccination in Ireland.

GENERAL SUMMARY.

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The total number of Marriages registered during the ten years 1871-80, was 250,162. 
being an average of 25,016 per annum, and at the annual rate of 473 per 1,000 of the 
population, the largest number of Marriages took place in the year 1871, when they 
amounted to 28,960, or 5‘37 per 1,000 of the population, and the smallest number in 
the year 1880, when they numbered 20,363 r or 3-92 per 1,000 of the population. 

The total number of Births during the decade was 1,402,277, the annual average 
being 140,228, or at the rate of 26’5 per 1,000 of the population. The largest number 
took place in the year 1871, when they amounted to 151,355, or 281 per 1,000 of the 
population, and the smallest number in the year 1880, when only 128,086, or at the 
rate of 247 per 1,000 of the population, were registered. 

The total number of Deaths registered during the same period was 966,745, or at the 
average annual rate of 18'3 per 1,000. The largest number of Deaths was registered 
in the year 1879, when they amounted to 105,089, or at the rate of 19-6 per 1,000 of the 
population, and the smallest number in 1871, when only 88,348 were registered, or at the 
rate of 161 per 1,000 of the population (a material aid towards registration of Deaths 
was introduced by section 191 of the Public Health (Ireland) Act, 1878). The total 
number of emigrants who left Ireland in the decade was 623,933, being an average 
of 62,393, or 11-7 per. 1,000 of the population per annum; a decrease therefore of 
188,401 in the population would appear to have taken place during the decade, the 
real decrease up to the Census date (3rd April, 1881), according to the Census Returns 
of 1881, being 237,541, showing a discrepancy of 49,140, or only 0*9 per cent, of the 
population. 

I have already dealt with this question in detail in my report for the second quarter 
of 1881, and my detailed annual report for the same year.* 

In selecting the areas for which the abstract tables were to be compiled, it was not 
considered necessary to compile statistics for areas smaller than Superintendent 
Registrars’ districts which coincide with the districts of the Registrars of Marriages 
under 7 & 8 Vic., cap. 81, and with the Poor Law Unions. Of these there are 163, havfng 
in 1881 an average population of 31,747. The Registrars’ districts, of which there 
are 799, with an average population of 6,477 in 1881, appear to be too small in area 
and population to warrant separate abstracts being made for each. 

I shall now proceed to submit for Your Excellency’s consideration, remarks upon 
some of the more important features connected with the returns of Marriages, Births 
and Deaths, during the.decade 1871-80. In discussing these statistics, I°shall avoid 
detail as much as possible, and only touch upon those matters which may serve to 
indicate important social movements, or which may afford useful information to those 
whose. duty it. is to take measures for the preservation of the public health. Although 
many interesting professional points would naturally arise in considering the tabfes 
of causes of death, yet I do not consider it advisable to deal particularly with those, 
and I shall only treat of details where they bear upon great questions of public 
health or sanitation. 



MAEEZAGES. 

The number of marriages registered during the decade, was 250,162, or at the average 
annual rate.of 25,016 or 473 per 1,000 of the mean population. The greatest annual 
number registered was 28,960 or at the rate of 5'37 per' 1,000 of the population, in the 
year 1871, and the smallest number was in 1880, when but 20,363 were recorded, being 
at the rate of 3 92 per 1,000 of the population. The lowness of the marriage rate in 
1880 was, no doubt, owing mainly to the poverty resulting from the distress which fol- 
lowed the failure of the crops of 1879, and in some measure to the increased emigration of 
young adults of marriageable age. 

mai ™Sf s registered daring the decade, 176,248 were between Roman Catholics; 
n e ^ ra • accor di n g t° the rites and ceremonies of the late Established 
Church ; -5,011 were m Registered Presbyterian Meeting-houses ; 3,265 in “Registered 
Buildings belonging to various religious denominations; 5,507 by Civil Contract in Dis- 
trict Registrars Offices ; 117 according to the usages of the Society of Friends; and 23 
according to the Jewish rite. The relative average annual rates of these marriages, as 
deduced from the foregoing statement, to every 1,000 of the mean population of each 
of the principal religious denominations were, approximately, Roman Catholics 4’35 ; 
Protestant Episcopalians, 612; Presbyterians 517.

From this it appears that the avei’age proportion per cent, of all the marriages in 
Ireland which took place in the first quarter of the year was 37'6, while in the other 
quarters the proportions were respectively 20 - 2, 20‘4, and 21*8, in other words the 
proportion was nearly constant during each of the last three quarters of the year. The 
table shows that the average proportion of Roman Catholic marriages durino- the 
first quarter of the year was 43‘3 percent, of the total marriages according to the rites of 
that Church, whereas during the other three quarters the proportions varied from 18 ’4 to 
19 - 5 per cent. The marriages of persons of other denominations were slightly more 
numerous in the last than in any other quarter. 

Table V. shows for the decade the number and proportion per cent, of persons who 
wrote their names in the Registers, of minors, of widowers, and widows who were 
married.

Education of Persons Married. 

It is interesting as a test of the state of education in the country to compare the 
proportion of those who “ signed their names in writing” at different periods. In 1864 
in Ireland, of the men 61 ’4 per cent, and of the women 4 97 per cent, signed the 
marriage registers in writing ; in 1871 the proportions. respectively were 62'5 per cent, 
and 54-8 per cent.; in 1880 they were 73-8 per cent, for males and 69 *1 per cent, for 
females, indicating a great decrease of illiteracy. This was most marked in the Western 
Registration Division, where the increase between 1864 and 1880 of persons able to sign 
in writing was for males from 49 '7 per cent, to 64-3 per cent. ; for females from 41-5 per 
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cent, to 60'3 per cent. In the decade ending with 1880, the increase in this division 
was for males from 46'5 per cent, to 64'3 per cent, or 17-8 per cent. ; for females from 
40-3 per cent to 60'3 per cent, or 20'0 per cent., the rate of improvement in education 
being almost the same in both sexes. This, however, is not the place to go into further 
details in connexion with the question of education which is fully dealt with m the 
Report of the Census Commissioners for 1881. 

Early Marriages. 

There is a well marked tendency to a decrease in early marriages in Ireland. In the 
year 1864 of the males married 377 per cent, were under full age, in 1880 the proportion 
was 2-64 per cent, and at no time during the interval had the percentage of 377 been 
reached Among females the decrease of early marriages is more marked; m 1 8 64 the pro- 
portion of minors was 18*16 per cent, of all the women married : in 1880 it was only 1 179 
per cent or less than two-thirds of the proportion m the former year ; m 1871, the first 
year of the decade, the rate for men was 2-57 per cent., for women 13' ‘24 per cent, showing 
that during the decade the proportion of males married under' full age had practically 
remained the same, there being but the fractional increase of 0'07 per cent. Among 
females the proportion diminished from 13-24 per cent, to 1179 per cent, showing a 
decrease of 1*45. The diminution of early marriages is more marked in the West 
than in any other portion of Ireland. In 1864 the proportions of males and females 
not of full ao-e who were married in the Western Registration Division (which nearly coin- 
cides with the province of Connaught), were respectively 2-81 per cent, and 24 '09 per 
cent ; in 1880 they were 374 per cent, and 17'87 per cent., showing a slight increase 
of the number of very young men married, but a material decrease of very young 
women married. During the decade the proportion of marriages of minors m the 
Western Division increased among males from 1*91 per cent, to 374 per cent., and 
decreased among females from 18-11 per cent, to 17*87. It would thus appear that 
since 1864 through Ireland generally, and especially in the West, very early marriages 
have become less frequent and the ages of husbands and wives have become more 
equalized than was formerly the rule. This decrease of early marriages among women 
accounts to a great extent for the diminution in the average size of families m Ireland, 
and also explains in part the diminished birth-rate. F urther information on this impor- 
tant point will be found in the General Report of the Census Commissioners for 1881.' 



BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered in Ireland during the decade was 1,402,277, being 
an annual average of 140,228, or at the rate of 26'5 per 1,0.00 of the mean population. 
The largest number of births occurred in the year 1871, viz., 151,355, or at the rate of 
28-1 of the population, and the smallest number was in 1880, when there were 128,086 
registered, or at the rate of only 247 per 1,000 of the population. These rates correspond 
with the marriage rates for 1871 and 1880, which have already been considered (page 8). 

As regards the distribution of the births in Ireland, the following statement shows the 
eight divisions arranged according to the average annual rate per 1,000 of the mean 
population represented by the births registered during the ten' years, 1871-80

From the above it will be seen that illegitimacy was greatest in proportion in the 
North-eastern Division where it reached 4'9 per cent, of the births registered, and least in 
the Western Division where it was only O'S per cent. ; a glance at this Table' and 
Table "VIII. shows that illegitimacy is generally greatest in. Ireland where town, popula- 
tions are in the largest proportion as in the manufacturing districts of the north-east 
of Ireland. Details of the distribution of illegitimate births will be found in the 
Abstract, page 70. 

In columns seven and eight of Table VIII. the distribution of these illegitimate births 
throughout Ireland by civic and rural districts is shown. From these it appears that the 
proportion of illegitimate births in town districts was 2'9 percent.", in rural districts 2'2- 
per cent, or O' 7 per cent. less. It will be observed that the lowest rate of illegitimacy is 
0'7 per cent, in the rural districts of Connaught, and the highest is 4'3 in the town districts • 
of Ulster taken collectively. In some of these districts of Ulster the rate rises to' 6'0 and 
6 '2 per cent. 

The number and relative proportion of births in each quarter are shown in Table VII., 
from which it appears that the birth-rate is higher in the first two than in the last two 
quarters of the year, the births, as might be anticipated, corresponding closely with the 
larger number of marriages which take place in the first quarter of the year as already 
pointed out (page 9).

Table VIII is constructed mainly with the view of showing the relations between 
the number of marriages registered and the number of births registered, in Ireland and 
in the more important groups of districts, distinguishing town districts from country 
districts. 

Taking the whole of Ireland it will be observed that the average annual marriage-rate 
has been 4*7 per .1,000 of the population, and the average birth-rate 26-5 per 1,000, and the 
average number of births in proportion to each marriage 5 '6. It must, of course, be 
admitted that the latter figure is but a rough measure of the fecundity of marriages in 
Ireland, nor is it to be supposed that the average issue of each marriage is 5 '6 children, 
as the statistics of a much longer period than ten years would be necessary to justify 
conclusions as to the fecundity of marriages derived from such relations between the 
number of births and the number of marriages. Nevertheless the relations between 
these figures are of much value as showing the relative fecundity in different parts of the 
country, and under the different influences of town and country life. 

If the marriage-rate in town districts is contrasted with that in country districts it is 
found that in the former, taking the whole of Ireland the rate is 6T for town districts 
against 4 ’2 for country districts. There are, however, two disturbing causes in 
operation here first, that many country people go to towns to get married — and 
secondly, that Homan Catholic marriages in the country districts of Ireland are not as 
fully registered as could be desired. This defect in registration cannot have much 
influence as a cause of the- disparity between country and town marriage rates, as in 
Ulster where Homan Catholic marriages are necessarily less numerous in proportion than 
m oth er parts of Ireland, the preponderance of marriages in town over country is well 
marked. Even m Connaught where there is scarcely any town population, still a differ- 
ence of 0'4 per 1,000 is shown in favour of the town marriages. If we measure the 
fecundity of marriages by the proportion of births registered to marriages registered we 
find a curious result namely, that while town people get married in greater numbers, 
the productiveness of the marriages appears to be less than in the country. Taking all 
Ireland the average number of births to a marriage in town districts is 4‘5, in country 
districts 6-2. In each of the four provinces a similar relation exists. In Leinster the 
relations in this respect between town and country districts are as 4-0 to 57 ; in Mun- 
ster, 4-6 to 6-8 ; in Ulster, 4'9 to 5*7 ; in Connaught, 5*8 to 6’9. The four provinces 
are related to one another in regard to fecundity of marriages, as follows — Leinster, 4 -8 ; 
Munster, 6T ; Ulster, 5-4 ; and Connaught, 6 '8, as compared with 5 -6 for the whole of 
Ireland. Thus the provinces of Leinster and Ulster, with their large town population, 
are under the average of Ireland, while Munster and Connaught, with their large rural 
population, are over the average. It will be observed that the group with the highest 
rate is that comprising the rural districts of Connaught where the ratio is 6 -9, and the 
lowest is the civic group of Leinster where it is but 4'0. 

An inquiry into the ages of the persons married will throw more light upon this 
question. The Abstract, pages 68—9 shows the number of minors married, from 
which it will be seen that in Connaught where the proportion of children per marriage 
appears to be greatest, the proportion of early marriages is also greatest. If the re- 
lation between the number of births to marriages, and the death-rate of the populations 
be compared, it will be found that where the death-rates are highest the proportion of 
births to marriages is lowest, and vice versd. A comparison between columns 6 
and 10 of Table VIII. shows that this rule is almost invariable, and that it is most 
strongly marked in the contrast between town and country groups of districts, thus 
pointing to the conclusion that the lower state of vitality of town populations tends to 
diminish the birth-rate, although the marriage-rate is high. 



DEATHS. 

The deaths registered in Ireland during the decade 1871-80 amounted to 966,745. 
The mean population estimated for the same period was 5,293,607, which would on 
calculation afford, an- average -annual death-rate of 18-26 per 1,000 of the population for 
the whole o‘f Ireland, but as -will be seen further on the variations in death-rate were 
very great in different parts of the country. The death-rate also varied considerably 
during different years of the decade, thus in 1880 it was 19-8, but in 1871 only 16*4 
per 1,000. It is right, however, to state that in consequence of the new Statutes already 
referred to, death registration was more accurate at the end than at the beginning of 
the decade.

The above Table shows the number of deaths registered in each V«gd“™f ft® 
decade with the averao-e rates for the ten years and the average percentage of deaths 
registered during each of the four quarters. The average percentage of deaths regist ered 
in the first quarter was 29-9, and the rate 21 A per 1,000 of the mean population for the 
second 26-8 per cent, with a rate of 19b per 1,000 ; for the third 20; 1 P» cent with a 
rate of 147 - and in the fourth quarter 23'2 per cent., with a rate of 16 9 pei 1,000, the 
highest rate’being in the first quarter, when the coldest weather and the oontourf pri- 
vations of the winter months have the greatest effect on the health of the people, as 
will be pointed out further on when discussing the causes of death. 



Distribution of Deaths in Ireland. 



On the passing of the Act for the Registration of Births and Deaths in Deiatni, the 
country was divided into eight registration divisions, and until the year 18S1 the sta 
tistics of deaths were arranged according to these divisions. Fol reasons explained in 
the annual report for 1881,* these artificial divisions have been abandoned as cumber- 
some and inconvenient ; nevertheless, as this system was m force during the decade 
under consideration it was deemed advisable in compiling the tables appended to this 
report, to adopt the divisional arrangement. Thus m the first part of the Abstract, pa 0 
70-72, the number of deaths in each of these divisions will be found recorded, while m 
the continuation of the same Abstract on page 73 the deaths are set out by Princes 
and counties. A similar arrangement is adopted m the Abstract on pages 98 10 , 

showing the principal causes of death.

It will be here again observed that the counties containing large towns occupy un- 
favourable positions on the list. 

This is especially noticeable when Mayo and Dublin, which occupy the extremes of 
the list, are contrasted with one another ; the rate of mortality in the former being 
only about half of what it is in the latter. 

In Tables X. and XI., pages 18 and 19, the Superintendent Registrars’ districts have 
been classified into those containing towns with over 10,000 inhabitants, and those which 
do not contain any large towns. The former may for convenience be called “ Civic,” the 
latter “ Rural ” Unions. 

If the death-rates in those two groups of districts be contrasted, it will be observed 
that the average death-rate for the “Civic” group is 225 T per 10,000 inhabitants per 
annum; whereas in the “ Rural ” group it is but 166 ‘2, or 58'9 less. In round numbers, 
therefore, the deaths among a million of inhabitants of such an urban population would 
exceed those of a rural population of the same amount by about 6,000 per annum. If 
the rural population of Ireland died at the same rate as the urban there would be an 
average increase of about 22,000 deaths in Ireland per annum. 

In considering the causes of death and their distribution throughout Ireland, a fur- 
ther and more detailed reference will be made to these remarkable contrasts between 
civic and rural death-rates.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 

I— ZYMOTIC DISEASES. 

The principal zymotic diseases, namely, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, diphtheria, 
whooping-cough, fever (including typhus, enteric, relapsing, and simple continued fever) 
and diarrhoea (including dysentery and simple cholera) caused 115,047 deaths during 
the decade, or at the average annual rate of 21*7 per 10,000 of the mean population. Of 
these, 47,656 or 41 -4 per cent, equivalent to a rate of 32*3 per 10,000 occurred in the 
civic union districts, while 67,391 or 58*6 per cent, equivalent to a rate of 17*7 per 10,000 
occurred in the rural union districts. The general mortality of the civic and rural dis- 
tricts is as 1*4 to. 1, while in the case of the principal zymotics the ratio between 
civic and rural districts is 1 *8 to 1, showing a very considerable excess for the civic districts 
beyond the rural death-rate. This difference is easily accounted for by the manner 
in which these zymotic diseases are promoted. With the exception of some of the 
forms of diarrhoea all the principal zymotics are infective diseases and their main pro- 
moting cause is infection from person to person either directly or indirectly. Hence 
density of population is probably the most important factor in favouring the spread 
of the principal zymotic diseases and therefore the denser the population the greater, 
more minute, and more constant must be all the precautions taken against the spread 
of infective disease. . The high death-rate from certain forms of zymotic disease in 
town as compared with country districts and the rates in the several districts in the 
former group compared one with another will be again referred to when discussing 
separately the mortality from these diseases. 

Small-pox. 

During the decade small-pox caused 7,550 deaths in Ireland, or at the average 
annual rate of 1*4 per 10,000 of the population. This disease was very unevenly 
distributed throughout Ireland; the deaths occurred chiefly in the large towns or in 
the immediate vicinity of the large towns. Of the 7,550 deaths, 5,544 occurred in 
districts including large town populations, or at the rate of 3'8 per 10,000 of the mean 
population (1,476,929); 2,006 occurred in a rural population of 3,816,678 or at the rate 
of 0 - 5 per 10,000. Of the deaths from small-pox, 3,171 occurred in the two Dublin 
unions, representing an average annual rate of 9 '3 per 10,000 of population and 42’0 per 
cent, of the total deaths from small-pox in Ireland. In Belfast there were 694 deaths or 
at the rate of 3Y per 10,000 of the population; in Cork 978 or at the rate of 6'8 
per 10,000, making 4,843 for the unions containing the three great towns of Ireland or 
64 - l per cent, of the total, leaving only 2,707 or 35 - 9 per cent, for the rest of Ireland. 
In _ 24 of the 163 unions there were not any deaths from small-pox. In the 
registration county of Kilkenny, there was not a death from small-pox during the 
whole decade. 

A glance at Table XV. will show that during the decade there was not anything 
of the nature of an epidemic of small-pox spreading generally throughout Ireland, 
Thus in 1871-72-73 and 74, an epidemic centre existed in the north-east of the country, 
the focus being situated in Belfast; in 1871-72 and 1878-9 epidemics prevailed in the 
east of Ireland with Dublin as the focus ; in 1872-73 an epidemic existed in the south 
with Cork as its focus ; in 1874— 75 an outbreak took place in the west with Swineford as 
its focus. It will be seen however that many districts escaped or almost escaped at each 
of these outbreaks and at no time did the disease spread over the whole country within 
a short period. This is a point in which small-pox differs much from the other forms of 
infective disease in which it will be observed that the distribution is much more even. 
This is easily accounted for by the fact that we have a prophylactic for small-pox in vacci- 
nation, whereas no such preventive exists for other forms of infective disease. Small-pox 
prevails most w r here vaccination prevails least or is not carried out with due care or 
sufficiently often ; hence the varying results. It is to be regretted that during the decade 
the records of vaccination generally and their relation to the prevalence of small-pox are 
very imperfect. This defect it is anticipated will gradually disappear owing to arrange- 
ments made by this department in conjunction with the Local Government Board for 
■collecting periodical statistics of vaccination. 

An investigation of the ages of those who died of small-pox will show that — 

872 -were under 1 year, or at the average annual rate of 62-18 in every 100,000 children born. 

308 aged 1 and under 2 years, or at the average annual rate of 27-79 in every 100,000 living at that age. 

242 aged 2 and under 3 years, or at the average annual rate of 19-28 in every 100,000 living at that age. 

258 aged 3 and under 4 years, or at the average annual rate of 20-25 in every 100,000 living at that age, 

247 aged 4 and under 5 years, or at the average annual rate of 18-75 in every 100,000 living at that age. 

1,927 were under 5 years of age, or at the average annual rate of 31-35 in every 100,000 living at that age. 

1,01.1 were 5 and under 10 years, or at the average annual rate of 16-13 in every 100,000 living, at that age. 

635 were 10 and under 15 years, or at the average annual rate of 10-19 in every 100,000 living at that age.

In three instances of death from small-pox the age was not specified. 



From this it appears that the mortality from small-pox among infants is small, the 
reason being that nearly all are vaccinated within a short period after birth. The legal 
requirement during nearly the whole of the period under discussion was that a child 
should be vaccinated within six months from birth ; this period has since been reduced 
p t ,® e mon ths. It is, therefore, clear that there might be, and no doubt were, a number 
ot children under six months of age unvaccinated, and most probably it was among them 
the mortality occurred. When we reach the next age period between the ages of one 
and two years the number of deaths is insignificant and the rate remains about the same 
until the age of live is passed when we come upon a period of life when the protective 
influence of primary infantile vaccination (i.e., vaccination performed durino- infancy on 
a previously unvaccinated child) begins to diminish. When the age of seven is passed 
we reach in the earlier years of the decade those persons who were born before the 
institution of compulsory vaccination and we naturally find a great increase in the 
mortality from small-pox. 



Measles. 



Measles caused 11,118 deaths during the decade : Table XV. shows that the mortality 
from this disease varied much in different years during the period. • In 1871 there were 
on y 547 deaths from measles registered, while in 1878 when there was a very general 
epidemic of this disease throughout Ireland, there were 2,212. In the Eastern Division 
where the disease was most fatal the death-rate was 33 per 10.0U0, and the disease 
appeared to be almost endemic, as it was only in the years 1871 and 1873 that the 
mortality was of moderate proportions. In the South-Western Division the mortality 
was at the rate of 2 - 9 per 10,000, and epidemics prevailed in 1872-73-77-78-79 and 
1880. In the South-Eastern Division the average rate was 2-8, there having been 
epidemics m 1872-73 and 1 87 8,_ apparently in connexion with the outbreaks during 
these years m the adjoining divisions. In the North-Eastern Division the rate of 
mortality was 2'0, and there was only one year, 1876, when there was a decided 
mitigation of the prevalence of the disease. In the other divisions the rate was below 
2 per 10,000, but still there was a general prevalence of the disease, and severe local 
outbreaks in many places, as will be seen by a reference to the Abstract, pages 9S-101. 

™ ^ tb e distribution of the disease between town and country districts, the usual 
“W followed by infective disease is observed, the mortality according to Tables X. and 
XL being 3 ‘2 for town and 17 for rural districts. The disease was most destructive 
in the Dublin, Belfast, and Cork districts, in which there were 3,528 deaths, or more 
than one-fourth of all the deaths from measles in Ireland. 

. ^ s expected, the disease was most destructive during the early periods of 

life. Of the 11,118 deaths, no less than 8,818 (4,517 males, and 4,301 females) or 79-3 
per cent, occurred under the age of five years ; 2,159 (1,183 males, and 976 females), were 
under one year; and 3,188 (1,610 males, and 1,578 females), between one and two 
years. Taking the last two years together, it may be said that about one-half (5,3-47 or 
481 per cent.), of all the deaths from measles occurred in infants under two years of 
age, or at the rate of 23 - 3 per 10,000 of children living at that age. When it is con- 
sidered how lightly the dangers from this disease are viewed by the general public, its 
destructiveness among young children is truly alarming. If the deaths at the more 
mature ages be considered, it will be found that they diminish almost to insignificance 
as compared with these infantile deaths. 



Scarlatina. 

Scarlatina caused 23,077 deaths, the annual average number of deaths being 2,308, or 
at the rate of 4'3 per 10,000 of the population. This disease caused more than twice 
as many deaths as measles or enteric fever, nearly twice as many as simple fever, and 
three times as many as typhus fever ; thus scarlatina is by far the most destructive 
of the infective zymotic diseases. The greatest number of deaths from scarlatina 
occurred in the year 1874, when they reached 4,034 ; the smallest number in 18 7S 
when they only reached 1,079, or about one-fourth of those in 1874. Table XV. shows 
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that the disease was distributed tolerably evenly throughout .the several divisions, but 
that it was especially fatal in the north-eastern and eastern, and a more minute inquiry 
will show that the chief fatality in these divisions occurred in Belfast and Dublin. In 
the former there were severe epidemics in 1874-75 ; in the latter in 1874. Taking the 
whole decade together, scarlatina was more destructive in the- eastern than in any other 
division, the average annual mortality being 6 -9 per 10,000, against 4‘3 for the whole of 
Ireland. The deaths in the Dublin unions, outnumbered both absolutely and relatively 
those in any other union in Ireland. A reference to Tables A. and XI. shows the 
relative distribution of the disease between town and country. Of the 23,0/7 deaths, 
9,711 or at the rate of 6'5 per 10,000, took place in the civic, and 13,366, or at the 
rate of 3'5 per 10,000 of the population, occurred in the rural districts. Of town 
districts, the disease was most fatal in the north and south Dublin districts, where the 
rates of mortality were respectively 10'1 and 9'1 per 10,000 of the population. In Belfast 
the corresponding rate was 77 ; in Londonderry 7 '4 ; in Drogheda, 7;2 in Cork, 6*6 ; m 
Waterford, 67 ; in Lisburn and Lurgan, 6’0 and 67. In the rural districts the mortality 
was proportionately less throughout the whole of Ireland except in the province of 
Connaught. „ 

Scarlatina, as is well known, is chiefly fatal among the very young: Ihus a reference 

to the Abstract (pages 82-3), shows that 1,686 of the deaths were in children under one 
year; 2,771 between the ages of one and two years; 2,987 between two and three; 
2 771 between three and four ; 2,476 between the ages of four and five ; making a total 
of 12,691 deaths under the age of five years, or at the rate of 20'6 per 10,000 living at 
that age. Between the ages of five and ten years there were 6,533 deaths, making 
19,224, or 83'3 per cent, of the total deaths from scarlatina as being under ten, or at the 
rate of 15‘5 per 10,000 living at these ages. If we add to this number 2,205 more deaths 
between the ages of ten and fifteen, we have 21,429, or 92'9 per cent, of all the deaths 
from scarlatina among children, or at the rate of 11*5 per 10,000 of the children m Ire- 
land. The full fatality of scarlatina is by no means represented by these figures, as this 
is one of those diseases which lay the foundation of many other secondary ailments 
many of which prove fatal at periods long subsequent to the acute attack of the 



Diphtheria. 

Diphtheria caused 3,403 deaths during the decade, or an average of 340 per annum, 
being- at the rate of 0'6 per 10,000 of the population. The mortality from. this disease ap- 
pears to bear a close relation to that from scarlatina. In the years when scarlatina was 
most fatal, as, for example, 1874 and 1875, diphtheria was also most fatal. ^A reference 
to Table XV., (page 29,) will show that, with the exception of the years 18/3 and 1880, 
increases of mortality from scarlatina and diphtheria were contemporaneous. There is 
not however, any constant numerical relation between the number of deaths regis- 
tered from each disease pointing to the inference that this general relation is not owing to 
any defective diagnosis of either disease, but probably to some etiological or pathological 
condition common to both. The relative number of deaths from scarlatina, as com- 
pared with diphtheria, was in 1871 as 100 to 10‘2 ; in 1872 as 100 to 10'5 ; m 1873 
as 100 to 15-6; in 1874 as 100 to 14-0; in 1875 as 100 to 11*5 ; in 1876 as 100 to 
17-4 ; in 1877 as 100 to 25'8 ; in 1878 as 100 to 27‘4 ; in 1879 as 100 to _19’0 ; and in 
188()’as 100 to 12 - 9 — the average being as 100 scarlatina to 14-7 diphtheria. 

The distribution of the disease throughout Ireland — as shown by the Abstract on pages 
98-101 is not so general or so even as the case of scarlatina. In the following unions-—- 
Ballyshannon, Gortin, Strokestown, Bally vaghan, Belmullet, Corrofin, Enmsti- 
mon, Killala, and Portumna — there were not any deaths from diphtheria registered 
during the whole decade. It is probable that diphtheria has not yet visited all of these dis- 
tricts. Most of these Unions are rather out of the way, or in remote districts. It wil 
be observed that three of them are situated in the county of Clare. Tables X. and XI. snow 
that diphtheria follows the usual rule of infective diseases, and prevails to a giea er 
extent in town than in country districts, but this is not so marked as in the other toims 
of zymotic disease which have been already considered. 

A comparison between the districts containing the largest towns and those contain- 
ing second-class towns shows that diphtheria has been relatively more fatal in the latter 
than in the former. Thus, the disease has been more fatal in Drogheda, Rathdown (wine 
includes Kingstown), Clonmel, and Londonderry, than in Dublin, Belfast, or Cork. 

Diphtheria, like scarlatina, is especially fatal to children. Of the 3,403 deaths, 1,745. 
or 50 per cent., were in children under 5 years of age, or at the average annual rate ol 2 b 
per 10,000 living at that age-period. Of these 1,745 there were 288 under the age of one

Fevers. 

In former times several diseases were collectively described under the term “ fever ”

Typhus caused 7,495 deaths during the decade or at the average annual rate 
of 14-17 in every 100,000 of the mean population enteric fever caused 9 746 or 
at the rate of 18-42; and simple fever 12,851. or at the rate of 24 n9 per 100,000. 
The preponderance of deaths from enteric fever over deaths from typlms is at variance 
with the popular belief in the special liability of the Irish people to be affected by typhus, 
an error which, no doubt, originated in the days when typhus was confounded 
with famine fever which, unfortunately, prevailed m the times of famine which so 
frequently recurred in Ireland. An investigation into the relative number of deaths at 
different ao-es in typhus and enteric fever is very interesting. Table XII sets out these 
deaths by 11 age-periods. Under five years the proportion of deaths from typhus is 
smaller than at any other period of life, while in enteric fever it is larger. As middle 
life is reached the death-rate from typhus increases, while that from en-enc fever 
diminishes, as compared with early life : both dimmish as old age approaches. _ The high 
rate of mortality from typhus is maintained for a considerable period during middle 
age when this disease is especially fatal. In the case of simple fever the mreof 
mortality steadily increases as age advances reaching its maximum m advanced file. 
Many of the deaths attributed to this disease m advanced life are so designated owing 
to the fact that in many cases deaths from senile decay is accompanied by a form ol 
fever sometimes described as “ febris senilis.” The statistics of deaths from forms of 
fever included under the head of “ simple and ill-defined fevers are so numerous and in- 
definite that they defy any kind of accurate analysis. 



Erysipelas. 

Erysipelas caused 2,940 deaths during the decade, being an average of 294 per annum, 

or at the rate of 0-6 per 10,000 of the mean population. , 

The deaths from this disease were evenly distributed throughout Ireland 
generally. In only two unions, namely Belmullet and Clifden, were there not any 
deaths from erysipelas during the decade. The disease was more fatal m town than m 
country districts, the deaths in the former being at the rate of 0'7 and m the latter O' 5 per 
10,000 of the mean population. It is only in the province of Leinster that this excess 
of town deaths from erysipelas over country deaths is especially, remarkable : e 

rates for that province are respectively l'O and 0 - 5 per 10,000. This is altogether owing 
to the excessive mortality from erysipelas in the North and SouthDublin Unions where te 
rates were 1 -2 and 1 '0 respectively. In no other town was there so high a rate of mortality 
from this disease. The deaths in the Dublin district amounted to 372 or at the rate o 
12-7 per cent, of all the deaths from erysipelas in Ireland. 
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The number and proportion of males who died of erysipelas are greater than those of 
females, although females preponderate in the population of Ireland. 1,691 males 
and 1,249 females died of erysipelas, being at the respective rates of 0*7 per 10,000 of 
the male population, and 0 - 5 per 10,000 of the female population. The deaths of males 
amounted to 57 - 5 per cent., and of females to 42‘5 per cent, of the total deaths. 

The greater proportion of deaths from erysipelas among males than females may be 
accounted for — firstly, by the fact that many deaths from erysipelas are probably due 
to that disease supervening on injuries (often of a slight nature) to which men from the 
nature of their occupations are more liable than females ; secondly, intemperate persons 
are more prone to die of erysipelas than sober people, and as there are more intemperate 
men than intemperate women this condition also accounts for the excessive male death- 
rate. Of the 2,940 deaths from erysipelas — 481 were among infants under one year of 
age, or equal to a rate of 3 - 4 per 10,000 of children born, and equal to 16 - 4 per cent, of 
the total deaths ; the number in each succeeding year of early life is small, the total under 
five years being 690, or at the average annual rate of IT per 10,000 living at that age, 
and equal to 23 - 5 per cent, of the total. There were in all 805 deaths from erysipelas 
under ten years of age, or 27'4 per cent, of the total. After the age of twenty-five years 
the rate of mortality is found to rise very considerably, and by far the larger, proportion 
of deaths occurs after this period, especially when middle life is passed. The deaths 
between twenty and forty-five years amount to 542, or 18 ’4 per cent, of the total deaths 
from this cause, being at the rate of 0 3 per 10,000 of the mean population at these ages. 
The number between the ages of forty-rive and sixty-five is 709, or at the rate of 0'8 per 
10,000, and from sixty-five to eighty-five 617, or at the rate of 2'0 per 10,000 of the 
mean population, thus showing a steady increase of fatality towards advanced life. 



Puerperal Fever are Childbirth. 

It is difficult completely to separate the statistics of deaths from puerperal fever and 
from childbirth, as they may be all put down to a common cause, namely, parturition, and 
no doubt a considerable number of deaths from puerperal fever, especially in the 
country, are returned simply as deaths from “ Childbirth.” 

The total number of deaths under these two heads was 9,295, or at the annual rate 
of 15 '3 per 1,000 of married women within the child-bearing ages (namely, 15 to 55.) 
The deaths from puerperal fever numbered 3,543, or at the rate 5 '8 per 1,000 of 
married women at the child-bearing ages,' and 'the other deaths from childbirth 
numbered 5,752, or at the rate 9 ’5 per 1,000 .at the same, age periods. Th.e deaths 
from puerperal fever were at the rate of 2’5 per 1,000, and those from childbirth at 
the rate of 4T per 1,000 of the births registered, the two combined being equal.to one 
in 151, or at the rate of 6 - 6 per 1,000 of the births registered. 

The Abstract (pages 98-101) shows that in every union in Ireland deaths from puer- 
peral fever were recorded. Similarly, deaths from other forms of the affections of child- 
birth are also recorded in all unions. Tables X. and XI. show the relative distribution 
of deaths from this group of disease between town and country. A result is shown by 
this comparison which differs remarkably from the results obtained where the town and 
country death-rates are compared for any of the other diseases, or groups of diseases dealt 
with in these Tables. The death-rates to the population from puerperal fever and child- 
birth combined are almost the same in town and country, namely, T8 and T7 per 10,000 
respectively ; taken separately, however, the death-rate from puerperal fever, which is 
an infective disease, is slightly higher in town than in country, while in other forms of 
death from childbirth the mortality is greater in the country than in town. 

If the number of these deaths be compared with the number of births registered we 
have the result as set out in the following statement.

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From this it appears that the relation of deaths from puerperal fever and childbirth 
combined to births registered, is for the whole of Ireland, at the rate of 1 in 151 or 
6*6 per 1,000, for puerperal fever alone it is 1 in 396 or 2- 5 per 1,000, and for childbirth 
1 in 244 or at the rate of 4*1 per 1,000 births. If, however, town and country are com- 
pared it appears that the mortality from puerperal fever in town districts is at the rate 
of 1 in 355 or 2'S per 1,000. births, while in country districts it is 1 in 415 or 2-4 per 
1,000, being slightly less. On the other hand, the deaths from “ childbirth ” are propor- 
tionately less in town than in country ; in the civic districts the rate is 1 in 278 or at the 
rate of 3 '6 per 1,000, while in country districts it is 1 in 232 or 4-3 per 1,000 births. 
If the two be taken together the result is that deaths from parturition are at the rate of 
6‘4 per 1,000 births in town as compared with 6-7 in country districts. It is clear that 
this excessive mortality from parturition can only be attributed to the less favourable cir- 
cumstances under which lying-in women are treated in the country as compared with 
town. Many, no doubt, do not obtain any medical attendance and in a considerable 
number of cases probably the poor women have no skilled assistance whatever at this 
critical time either in the way of a medical attendant or a properly trained midwife. 
When the generally low health of town populations is contrasted with the health of 
country populations a greater mortality from parturition (as from various forms of 
disease) might fairly be expected in the former than in the latter, and therefore it is 
quite clear that the explanation must be in the comparative neglect with which lyinc-in 
women are treated in the country parts of Ireland. 

The ages at which deaths in child-bed occur, must be considered on different principles 
from those followed in considering deaths by ages with reference to other forms of disease. 
Taking the widest range it may be said that all child-bearing women are comprised between 
the.ages of 15 and 55 years, though the number must be’ very small towards the latter 
period. In order to set out the relative liability to death from childbirth at various 
periods of life, the following statement has been drawn up : —

The above comprise all the registered deaths from puerperal fever and the accidents 
of childbirth, with 5 exceptions, viz., 1 from puerperal fever, “ age unspecified,” and 
4 from the accidents of childbirth, consisting of 1 “under 15 years,” 2 “55 or up- 
wards,” and one “age unspecified.” 

From this statement it appears that between the ages of 15 and 20 years the average 
annual death-rate from puerperal fever and child birth combined during the decade was 
at the rate of 36-5 per l,000/)f the mean number of married women living at those ao-es • 
between the ages of 20 and 25 the rate was 23'6 : from 25 to .35 years it was 21 -2 • 
from 35 to 45 years it was 17-2, and from 45 to 55 when child-bearing has nearly ceasec’ 
the rate was only 1*7. Thus the risks of child-bed appear to diminish as the period of 
married life increases and are materially greater among very young wives. This tendency 
is more marked in the case of puerperal fever than in other forms of death in child- 
bed. In puerperal fever the death rates are from 15 to 20 years 22 - 0 ; from 20 
to 25 years, 12’6 ; from 25 to 35 years, 87.; from 35 to 45 years, 5*1 ; and from 45 to 55 0*4 ; 
the average rate being 5 ’8. In other forms of death in child-bed the rates are from 15 to 
20 years, 14‘5; from 20 to 25 years, 1T0; from 25 to 35 years, 12-5 ; from 35 to 45 years, 127 ; 
and from 45 to 55 years, 1-3; the average rate being 9-5. Thus while the risks of 
death. from puerperal fever are very much greater among young wives and steadily 
diminish as life advances, the risks from other forms of death in child-bed are but 
slightly greater among young wives and become almost equal at all ages from 
20 to 45. ^ s 
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An investigation of the relations between the number of deaths from puerperal fever 
and the number from other forms of infective disease does not point to any probable 
connexion between this disease and diseases such as scarlatina, erysipelas, See., between 
which some have suspected a close relationship. The column in Tables X. and XI. of 
deaths from puerperal fever and erysipelas being placed in juxtaposition, and the number 
of deaths recorded from each being in most instances very similar, suggests an affinity 
between the diseases which however a closer and more detailed analysis of the figures 
shows, has no substantial existence. 

Influenza. ’ 

The deaths from this disease were extremely few in number, amounting, during the 
decade, to but 972, or at the average annual rate of 0-2 per 10,000 of the mean population, 
lhis disease cannot be considered as contributing substantially to the death rate. It is 
very seldom fatal, and when it is so its victims are invariably feeble, either from extreme 
youth or old age, or else have been already suffering from some severe illness, generally 
a disease of the respiratory organs. 

Bowel Affections. 

Under the class of zymotic diseases in the order “ Miasmatic disease ’’ are found 
dysentery, diarrhoea, and simple cholera. In the tables for the decade, 1871-80, true 
ra ’ i° r • c h°l era > finds no place. There was not any invasion of Asiatic 

cholera during the decade. Simple cholera, or as it is sometimes called English cholera, 
or Cholera nostras, can only be viewed as a severe and active form of diarrhoea ; it cannot 
be said to have any characters which distinguish it specifically from other forms of fatal 
diarrhoea which occur in this country. Dysentery, although not so ill defined as “ simple 
cholera is nevertheless a disease which in this country is generally of a chronic 
character or some form of diarrhoea with dysenteric symptoms. Therefore in dealing 
with these ohree causes of death it seems advisable to treat them together as “ bowel 
affections. Taking them in this way it is found that collectively they caused 21,373 
deaths, or at the average annual rate of 4-0 per 10,000 of the mean population 
Diarrhoea caused 18,253, dysentery 2,387, and cholera 733 deaths. Thus the deaths 
ascribed to diarrhoea are 857 per cent, of this group; the others being of a closely 
allied character, and prevailing under somewhat similar conditions do not require any 
special notice apart from diarrhoea. J 

The deaths from diarrhoea and allied diseases were universally and not unevenly 
distributed throughout Ireland, as shown in the Abstract (pages 98-101). Tables X. 
and XI. show that the mortality from diarrhoea was much greater in proportion in the 
town than in the country districts, being at the respective rates of 5'6 and 2’6 per 1 0,000 
of the mean population, or more than double in the former as compared with the latter. 
The relative preponderance of the death rate from diarrhoea in town over the country 
districts is greater than in any other form of zymotic disease, except small-pox, and yet 
the infective power of diarrhoea is comparatively slight as compared with the fatal 
zymotics hitherto discussed. 

It is found that of the 18,253 deaths from, diarrhoea, no less than 5,085 or 27 -9 per 
cent, were in the. three great town districts of Ireland, namely, 2,441 in Dublin, 1,884 in 
Belfast, and 760 in Cork (including Queenstown). . The case of Belfast is exceptionally 
unfavourable, where the deaths from diarrhoea were at the annual rate of 8 '5 per 10,000 of 
the mean population and contributed 10 - 3 per cent, of all the deaths from diarrhoea in 
Ireland ; in fact as a single zymotic disease diarrhoea was probably the most destructive 
in Belfast. In several other town districts in Ireland, the death rate from diarrhoea was 
also of a serious amount per 10,000, thus : in Dublin it was 7*9 for the North, and 67 for 
the South Union districts; in Kilkenny 5 % Cork 5 ‘3, Clonmel 6'6, Limerick 6-8, 
Waterford 6‘6, Lisburn 57, and Lurgan 57. Nearly half of the whole mortality from 
diarrhoea, occurred in the town districts, and as will be presently shown the great bulk 
of the deaths occurred among young children. Thus it is the little children of the large 
towns that chiefly contribute to the death rate from diarrhoea. 

The Abstract (pages 82 and 83), shows the ages at which deaths from diarrhoea 
occurred. The number of deaths from this cause under one year of age was 5,318 ox- 
297 per cent, of the whole, or at the rate of 37’9 per 10,000 of children born: the 
number between the ages of one and two years was 1,969 ; from this age the death rate from 
this disease falls rapidly, butthe disease shows a considerable tendency to increase in fatality 
when middle life is passed. There were 8,911 deaths from diarrhcea in children under 
five years of age, being 48'8 per cent, or about one half of the total mortality from this 
disease, or at the average annual rate of 14 ‘5 per 10,000 living at that age-period. 
These 8,911 deaths mainly occurred among the children of the large town populations 
as has already been pointed out when considering the distribution of the disease between 
town and country districts. 

D 2 
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Other Miasmatic Diseases. 

Amono- the other diseases of the miasmatic order of the zymotic class, there are some 
deserving of special though not such detailed notice as those which have been already- 
discussed. 

Croup was the registered cause of death in 14,256 cases during the decade, or at the 
annualrate of 2-7perl0,000 of the population. These deaths were nearly all among young 
children, there being 12,859 under five years of age, and only twelve after the age of 
fifteen years. Owing to the fact that a number of diseases appear to be included under 
the term croup, such as diphtheria extending to the windpipe (trachea) in children, true 
diphtheritic croup, laryngitis, and spasmodic croup (laryngismus stridulus), and also as in 
many of these cases the cause of death is uncertified it would not be of any advantage 
to pursue further an analysis of the statistics of these deaths. 

Rheumatism which has hitherto been classed among zymotic diseases, but which in 
future will be included in the constitutional class’, caused 4,878 deaths. Of these 2,099 
were males, and 2,779 females. The Abstract (pages 82 and 83) shows that these deaths 
were most numerous after the twentieth year of life had been passed and that but few 
of them occurred under five years of age. These deaths belong to two classes of cases, 
those dying of rheumatic fever, which generally occurs in early adult life, or,' at lea.st, 
prior to middle age, and those whose deaths are produced by more chronic forms of the 
disease, or by the more remote results of attacks of acute rheumatism. Besides those 
deaths which are directly returned as caused by rheumatism, there are many which 
come under the heads of heart disease and of dropsy, which, no doubt, had their origin 
in the diseases of the heart, which so frequently complicate rheumatic fever. 

Alcoholism. 

Among the other causes of death which have been included under the zymotic class, 
probably the only worthy of special notice are those under the head of alcoholism — 
namely, delirium tremens and intemperance. These two together caused 1,607 deaths. 
Of these 1,332 were males, and 275 females. Of the male deaths 483 were from 
delirium tremens, and 849 from other forms of alcoholism. Of the females only 35 
were from delirium tremens and 240 from other forms of alcoholism. These figures, 
however, cannot be taken as adequately representing the mortality caused by abuse of 
alcohol, as many diseases are promoted and probably caused by alcohol, which would of 
necessity be returned under the heads of diseases of the kidney, liver, or brain : it must 
not, however, be supposed that the greater proportion of such diseases are caused by 
the abuse of alcohol. 

In the following statement the number and nature of the deaths from alcoholism are 
shown for the ten years, 1871-80 —

From this it would appear that the deaths from alcoholism have not been increasing 
durino- the decade, but have rather tended to diminish. 

In the years 1879 and 1880 the deaths from this cause were low as compared 
with the years immediately preceding. This, however, is probably to be attributed 
more to the want of means following on the distress of the autumn of 1879, than 
to increased habits of sobriety among the people of Ireland. The figures given above 
are small, but so far as they go they do not indicate an increased abuse of alcohol in 
Ireland in either sex.

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Parasitic Diseases. 

In the fourth order of zymotic diseases (parasitic disease) thrush and worms 
are included ; the former caused 245 and the latter 905 deaths, nearly all among 
children. 

II, — CONSTITUTIONAL DISEASES. 

This class of diseases include two orders ; the first comprises gout, dropsy, cancer, 
See. ; the second order consists of tubercular diseases, and includes scrofula, tabes mes- 
entenca or infantile decay, phthisis or pulmonary consumption, and hydrocephalus or 
water on the brain. 

In the first group dropsy and cancer call for some notice, as they are frequent causes 
of death. The deaths from dropsy number 11,198, and include 4,634 males and 
6,564 females. Dropsy must be considered more as a group of causes than as a single 
cause of death. There are many forms of dropsy— which it would be out of place to 
discuss here — and dropsy is, in a large majority of cases, an affection following on some 
other form of disease- For instance, scarlatina is often accompanied by kidney disease, 
and kidney disease very generally produces dropsy, and the deaths from dropsy, occurring 
among young children, which amount, under the age of 5 years, to 689, are generally 
owing to this cause- Dropsy in advanced life is also generally due to diseases of the 
kidneys, liver, or heart, and, therefore, a detailed analysis of the statistics of deaths 
from dropsy would afford but little reliable information. 

Cancer caused 17,790 deaths during the decade— of these 7,789 were males and 
10,001 females. The great preponderance of females is due to the special liability that 
the breast and uterus of the female have to be attacked by this disease. Malignant 
disease is extremely rare in the young, thusthere were only 42 deaths from cancer recorded 
in children under five, and these were equally divided between the two sexes.. The 
Abstract (pages 82 and 83) shows that it is after middle life that cancerous diseases 
really form an important element in the mortality of the population. 

The second order of the constitutional class, including, as it does, the great group of 
tubercular diseases which are so fatal in these countries, is ot immense importance. If 
we wish to test the health of a community practically, no better measure can be taken 
than the degree of prevalence of constitutional diseases of the tubercular order. Not 
only do these diseases cause a great number of deaths (amounting in the decade to 
137,558, or 14 - 2 per cent, of the total mortality of Ireland during that period) but they 
only prevail among what are termed “ delicate people,” or people with “ delicate con- 
stitutions,” and the prevalence of these diseases may be taken as a measure of the 
liability of a population not only to these but to many other forms of disease. Thus, 
zymotic diseases of an infective nature will spread with more fatal effect among a 
delicate population, and such a population will be more liable to suffer from changes of 
weather, scarcity and consequent dearness of provisions, or any form of hardship or 
privation. By far the most important of the diseases of this order is pulmonary con- 
sumption, which is so prevalent and destructive, and appears to be so deeply rooted in 
this country that it demands very prominent notice in this place. 

Phthisis, or pulmonary consumption, considered as a single disease, is the most potent 
cause of death in Ireland, constituting, as it does, the cause of more than on e-tenth of all 
the deaths registered in Ireland during the decade. No other single disease except 
bronchitis in any way approaches consumption in its destructiveness in this country. It 
is difficult, however, in considering the rate of mortality from consumption, to separate 
this from other forms of disease of the chest. It must be remembered that many cases 
of consumption take their origin in attacks of acute forms of disease, such as bronchitis, 
and are thus popularly described as commencing in “ neglected colds.” Again, many 
persons suffering from but slightly developed forms of consumption are attacked by 
bronchitis, pneumonia (inflammation of the lungs), or other forms of acute lung disease, 
and nearly all these cases are certified as caused by the acute disease, whereas the chronic 
consumption, from which the patient previously suffered, may have been, and probably 
was, the determining cause of the fatal event. The deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs, exclusive of consumption, numbered 142,991, or nearly one-sixthof the total deaths 
during the decade. Now, if we add together the deaths from consumption and from all 
other diseases of the respiratory organs, we have the very large number of 246,5 19 deaths 
from chest disease — in other words we may say that more than one-fourth of all the deaths 
in Ireland are caused by' diseases of the lungs. Considering the vast importance of these 
diseases as an element in the death and disease, rate of the community, it has been 
thought advisable to consider in some detail the distribution of these, deaths throughout 
Ireland, distinguishing town from country, and inland from seaboard districts. Such con- 
siderations must of necessity be wanting to some extent in mathematical accuracy ; but 
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on the other hand they are, for practical purposes, substantially correct when employed 
as tests of the public health and indicators of measures for sanitary improvement. 

Following the plan laid down when considering the distribution of deaths from all 
causes throughout Ireland, the Superintendents’ Districts are divide I into ruraland urban. 
Considering the importance of aspect and exposure to climatic influence in relation to 
diseases of the chest, it has been deemed advisable to investigate the rates of mortality 
from, these diseases in the inland as contrasted with the littoral districts, and, again, the 
districts on each aspect of the sea coast with reference to one another. 

The result of this grouping is shown in the following table : —

From this, it would appear that in the Superintendent Registrars’ districts con- 
taining towns of 10,000 inhabitants or upwards — “civic districts” — the death-rate 
from consumption was 27*7 per 10,000, whereas in *•' rural ” districts it was but 16 - 4. 
In the case of “diseases of the respiratorv orgaus,” it was at the rate of 33 - 4 per 10,000 

E 
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in “civic” against 22-6 in “rural” districts. Taken together these would represent 
a rate of 66'1 per 10,000 in “ civic,” and 39'0 in “ rural,” showing how the conditions 
of life in towns tend to promote diseases of the chest. If the relative mortality 
from these diseases on the sea coast and in inland districts be compared, it appears 
that there is practically no difference in Ireland. It so happens that in Ireland all 
the large towns are situated near the sea ; and, therefore, in order to compare the 
prevalence of chest affections on the sea coast with the inland districts, it is necessary 
to group the districts into “ rural ” and “ civic,” and again divide them into “ littoral ” and 
“ inland,” and then to contrast each pair of groups. There are 1,285,329 inhabitants of 
littoral unions of the “rural” type, and 2,531,349 inhabitants of inland unions of the 
same type ; the rate of mortality from consumption in these two groups is exactly the 
same, namely, 16 -4 per 10,000, and the rate of mortality from other diseases of the 
respiratory organs is 21 -7 in the former against 23T in the latter, showing that the great 
determining factor in the excessive prevalence of chest affections is the influence of town 
life. In Table XVI., is also shown the influence of aspect on the prevalence of chest 
affections. The littoral districts have been arranged into northern, eastern, southern, 
and western, and are again divided into civic and rural. It will be observed that indepen- 
dent of the influence of towns chest affections are more destructive in the eastern than in 
any other group of districts, the rate of mortality per 10,000 (excluding civic districts) 
being eastern, 46'8 ; northern, 41 '8 ; southern, 4T2 ; and western, 30’9. If consump- 
tion be taken alone the rates per 10,000 are eastern, 24 •() ; northern, 19 - 4 ; southern, 
146 ; and western, 12‘6. If diseases of the respiratory organs other than consumption 
be taken alone the rates per 10,000 are southern, 26 ‘6 ; eastern, 22'8 ; northern, 22'4 ; 
western, 18 -3. In this case the southern group claims the largest ratio of mortality 
from lung affections : possibly the difference may be caused by the presence of a con- 
siderable number of small towns as the populations of the . southern and eastern rural 
littoral groups are the same when counted by thousands, and, therefore a slight increase 
of town population even in small towns would turn the scale against the southern 
group of districts. To go still further into detail it will be found on reference to 
Table XI., that the mortality from consumption and diseases of the respiratory 
organs in districts containing the largest towns is proportionally higher than in those 
containing the smaller towns. Thus, in the Belfast district, the mortality from con- 
sumption is the highest in Ireland, being at the annual rate of 38'2 per 10,000, the two 
Dublin districts come next, being at the rate of 33'4 and 30'0 respectively; the rate 
for Cork is 27' 4 ; for Waterford 27'7. In the case of Belfast it is probable that the 
occupation of the people may have much to do with the excessive death-rate from 
consumption, for in the neighbouring district of Lisburn where the people follow 
similar industries, the rate is 29 ’9, being higher than that for any other district in 
Ireland, except Belfast and Dublin.

Next in importance to consumption among the tubercular diseases stands tabes mesen 
terica or infantile decay which caused 13,618 deaths (6,689 males and 6,929 females) ; 
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of these, 11,479 or 84 '3 per cent, were children under 5 years of age or at the annual 
rate of 18 -7 per 10;000 of the mean population at that age-period. There were 4,148 
deaths or 30 '5 per cent, under one year and 3,410 between the ages of one and two years 
making in all 7,558 deaths under two years of age or at the rate of 32 '9 per 10,000 of 
the mean population at that age. This high mortality from tabes mesenterica in such 
young children proves its claim to the popular title of “ infantile decay.” The Absract 
(on pp. 82 and 83) shows how comparatively small the mortality from tabes mesenterica 
is after the ages of five or six years are passed. 

The disease popularly known as water on the brain and termed hydrocephalus in the 
tables of deaths should more , properly be termed “ tubercular meningitis ” which is 
unfortunately a very common affection among young children, while true hydrocephalus 
is a rare disease. To this cause 11,076 deaths were ascribed, comprising 6,224 males 
and 4,852 females : it will be observed that the males considerably exceed the females in 
this class of tubercular affection, the proportion being 5 6 "2 per cent, of males and 43 ‘8 
per cent, of females. Of the deaths from tubercular meningitis no less than 7,319 
were under five years of age, or at the annual rate of 11-9 per 10,000 of the mean popu- 
lation at that age. Scrofula while included under the head of tubercular disease, is not 
admitted by all pathologists to belong to this group, yet nevertheless it is more fairly in- 
cluded here than elsewhere : this disease caused 9,336 deaths during the decade including 
5,112 males and 4,224 females, or at the average annual rate of 1*8 per 10,000 of the 
mean population. This disease is not so much one affecting childhood as tabes mesen- 
terica or tubercular meningitis (hydrocephalus), yet it too prevails to a greater extent 
in childhood than in adult or advanced life, and caused 2,326 deaths under the age of 
five years. Scrofula may occur in any part of the body and in almost any organ or form 
of tissue, therefore the deaths returned under this head must be looked upon as a group 
of local diseases owing their existence to one common constitutional cause. No doubt 
many diseases returned as ‘ local 5 and specified as diseases of particular organs are caused 
by scrofula, especially diseases of glands and of bones. It may be fairly assumed that in 
these cases especially certified cases where the cause of death is put down as scrofula, 
the disease had manifested itself in more than one organ of the body of the person 
attacked, and a difficulty was experienced by the medical attendant or by the informant 
of the death in proving which particular local manifestation was the principal or only 
cause of death. Therefore, although it is impossible to discuss in detail the nature of 
these deaths, yet the fact that about. 1,000 persons in Ireland die each year of aggra- 
vated forms of scrofula makes this general heading of much importance as an indication 
of the health of the community. 



III.— LOCAL DISEASES. 

Local Diseases caused 331,744 deaths during the decade, being 34 - 3 per cent., or more 
than one-third of the total deaths. These diseases are divided into eight orders, which 
caused deaths as follows — Diseases of the nervous system, 85,49 S ; of the organs 
of circulation, 41,429 ; of the respiratory organs, 142,991 ; of the digestive organs, 
43,257 ; of the urinary organs, 13,276; of the organs of generation, 1,425; of the 
organs of locomotion, 1,984 ; and of the integumentary system, 1,884. 

Diseases of the Nervous System caused 85,498 deaths during the decade. Of these, 
47,308, or 55 - 3 per cent., were males, and 38,190, or 44’7 per cent, females, showing a 
great preponderance of the former over the latter. A reference to the Abstract (pages 
82 and 83) shows that the order entitled diseases of the nervous system includes several 
affections which are altogether diseases of the brain, such as cephalitis, apoplexy, and 
insanity, and several others, which are generally owing to diseases of the brain, such as 
paralysis, and, again, others which may be secondary affections resulting from other 
diseases or irritations, such as convulsions in children, chorea, and epilepsy. As the 
deaths ascribed to convulsions constitute the great bulk of this group, a fair idea of the 
prevalence of brain disease may be obtained by deducting convulsions from the total, 
and leaving the balance to represent the proportion of deaths from brain disease. 

The following statement has been drawn up upon this principle, and represents 
.generally the number of deaths from brain disease and convulsions for each year 
during the decade 1871-80.

In columns 1, 2, and 3 of this statement the number of deaths from convulsions is 
shown, from which it would appear that deaths from this cause, though they have not 
varied much in number during the decade show a tendency to decrease. In columns 7, 
8, and 9 the deaths from nervous affections, exclusive of convulsions, are given year by 
year during the decade, and, as already stated, thes.e numbers indicate fairly the relative 
prevalence of brain disease from year to year. Deaths ascribed to insanity are few in 
number, but as insanity necessarily involves disease of the brain, and as diseases of the 
brain very generally produce insanity, or some form of weakness of mind, the deaths 
given in columns 7, 8, and 9 may be taken as indicative of the prevalence of insanity. 
In 1S71 the deaths from this group of causes numbered 4,418, while in 1880 they 
numbered 5,012, being 594, or 13*4 per cent. more. It will be observed from column 9 of 
the table that there has been a general tendency to increase in brain disease, and that 
this increase is common to both sexes, as shown in columns 7 and 8 . A reference to the 
Abstract (pages 82 and 83) -will show that nearly all the deaths from brain disease occurred 
in middle and advanced life; this is especially noticeable in the case of the deaths from 
apoplexy and paralysis, where the mortality increases enormously after the age of 45 is 
passed. 

In the case of convulsions, on the other hand, nearly all the deaths are among young 
children. Of the 38,810 deaths ascribed to convulsions 37,445 or 96*5 per cent, were of 
children under 5 years of age, or at the average annual rate of 60‘9 per 10,000 of the 
mean population at these ages. There were no less than 31,506 or 81*2 per cent, of all 
the deaths from convulsions in children under 1 year of age being equal to 224*7 per 10,000 
children born. A large number of these deaths from convulsions are uncertified and 
were in large towns. There can be no doubt that in many of these cases the attack of 
-convulsions in which the child expires is more a symptom or result of a disease than 
a disease itself. Thus in many instances infants exposed to the contagion of scarlatina, 
measles, or some other form of infective fever of a malignant type, are attacked by 
convulsions and die before the specific characters of the fever have been developed, and 
in all such cases convulsions must be considered as a secondary not a primary cause of 
death. Infantile convulsions are also due in many cases to the irritation of teething, to 
worms or other forms of gastric and intestinal irritation. Convulsions are no doubt 
promoted by the unhealthy conditions under which the children of the poor live, by the 
want of proper food and sufficient fresh air and by other unsanitary conditions. The 
-deaths from convulsions in adults are in many cases secondary to kidney, heart, or brain 
•disease, the exact nature of which has not been ascertained. 

Diseases of the Circulatory System caused 41,429 deaths during the decade; 
"21,949 were males and 19,480 females. If these cases are analysed it is found that 785 
were ascribed to pericarditis (or inflammation of the heart’s covering); 998 to aneurism, and 
the remainder, amounting to 39,646, to heart disease. As the first and last may both be 
considered as heart disease, we have 40,431 deaths or at the annual rate of 7'6 per 10,000, 
caused by diseases of the heart. A reference to the Abstract, (pages 84 and 85), will show 
that but few of these deaths occurred in childhood or early adult life, and that the liability 
.-to death from heart disease steadily increases as life advances. Many of these cases which

rheumatism or rheumatic fever already referred to. At the more advanced ages 
diseases of. the heart arise as secondary complications of diseases of the respiratory 
organs and also m consequence of the natural decay which the heart shares in common 
with the other organs of the body. The deaths from aneurism were 998 of which 761 
1 or ; 6 ' 3 P? r c f nt - were males and 237 or 237 per cent, females. The proportion of 
male to female deaths being much greater in this (the only fatal disease of arteries) 
than m diseases of the heart. This difference is attributable to several causes which, 
however, it would be out of place here to discuss. 

Diseases of the Respiratory Organs caused i 42,091 deaths during the decade or 
at the annual rate of 27‘0 per 10,000 of the mean population. The relations between 
diseases of the respiratory organs and consumption have already been discussed under 
the head of consumption and in the same place the distribution of these deaths among 
town and country districts and the aspect of the localities in which they occurred have 
been dealt with. 

In the Abstracts the diseases of the respiratory organs have been grouped under six 
heads to which are ascribed the number of deaths stated after each, ndmelv, laryngitis, 
1,058 ; bronchitis, 106,383 ; pleurisy, 2,928 ; nneumonia, 19,718 ; asthma, *4, 599 ; lung- 
disease unspecified, &c., 8,305. ‘ & 

Table XIX. shows that the rate of mortality from diseases of the respiratory organs 
was much greater m some years than in others.

The average number of deaths per annum from these causes during the decade was 
14,299. In 1879 the number reached 18,441, being 4,142 or 29'0 per cent, above the 
average, while in 1874 the number only reached 11,419, which is 2,880 below the 
average, the variation between the highest and lowest being 7,022 or 61-5 per cent, 
of the latter. Although deaths were more correctly registered at the end than at the 
beginning of the decade, yet this great difference of 61 -5 per cent, between the lowest 
and highest cannot be accounted for by this increased accuracy. Table XX. shows the 
maximum, minimum, and mean temperature of the air and the “yearly rainfall in Dublin, 
compared with the total death-rate in Ireland, for each of the several years during the 
decade, and in Table XXI. is shown the mean temperature for each month durino- the 
decade, for reference in connexion with the same subject. 

It will be observed by reference to Table XIX., that in 1878, 1879, and 1880, the 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory organs registered were more numerous than 
in any of the other years of the decade. Column 3, of Table XX., ;shows that the 
minimum temperature of the air was lower in each of these three years than in any 
other year during the decade, and also that the mean temperature of each of these 
three years was low compared with most of the other years, and that in only one 
<1880) did it exceed the average and then only by 070. , It is well known that -a 
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sudden fall of temperature or a long continued low temperature is especially productive 
of diseases of the respiratory organs, and causes these affections to be particularly fatal 
to the very young or the very old.

A reference to the weekly returns for the Dublin Registration District will show that 
in the years 1878, 1879, and 1880, there was extremely cold winter weather either by 
continued great severity as in 1878-79, or by sudden and intense cold as in 1879-80. 
Owing to the fact that the statistics of deaths during the winter season are divided 
between two years it sometimes happens that the deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs may be unusually high at the beginning of the year, and unusually low at the 
end of the year, and vice versd, according as the cold was greatest in the months 
of November and December or of January and February. Thus, in 1878 the deaths 
from these diseases were considerably above the average, and an examination of the 
meteorological records shows that this was owing to the cold at the end of the year, 
when the cold set in early and continued for a long period and went into the following 
year. At the beginning of the year the temperature was not such as to favour any 
unusual prevalence of diseases of the respiratory organs. In 1879 the death-rate from 
diseases of the respiratory organs was higher than in any other year during the decade. 
This year commenced with very cold weather which continued to the end of February, 
this was followed by a generally wet and bad season, a failure of crops and great dis- 
tress in the West of Ireland, and very cold weather at the end of the year. In 1880 
the effects of the cold at the end of 1879 extending into January of 1880 kept up the 
mortality from these diseases above the average, but the extreme winter cold of 1880- 
81 did not set in sufficiently early to increase the death-rate from diseases of the 
respiratory organs at the end of 1880. 

In the year 1 8 74, as already observed, the number of deaths from the diseases under dis- 
cussion was considerably below the average. A comparison with the meteorological 
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records will show that the winter of 1873-74 was mild, and that there was not any lo ng 
continued or intense cold towards the end of the year, A reference to the agricultural re- 
turns for this jear will show that it was a favourable year, the yield of the crops/especially 
of cereals, being unusually good, showing not only a favourable state of the weather, but 
also, indicating a plentiful supply of food. A comparison between the agricultural 
statistics and the statistics of mortality from diseases of the respiratory organs shows 
that bad harvests and high mortality generally go together. Inasmuch as the variation 
°r j e m ° rtallt y the. population of Ireland generally depends on the proportion 
of deaths from consumption and diseases of the chest, it will be found that a high death- 
rate and a bad harvest are generally coincident in Ireland; So it is found that in 
3 879, with the worst harvest of the decade, the death-rate was 19 '6 p'er 1,000, and in 
1874, with the best harvest, it was 17 ‘3. These are not absolutely the highest and 
lowest death-rates, but very nearly so. 

It is not necessary to refer much in detail to each of the different forms of disease of 
the respiratory organs. The greater number of the deaths were due to bronchitis, which 
caused 106,383, or 74-4 per cent, of the whole, and the remarks which have been made re- 
garding the relation between diseases of the chest generally and conditions of the weather 
may be applied specially to bronchitis. Of the 106,383 deaths from bronchitis, 29,360, 
or 27 '6 per cent., were in children under five years of age, or at the average annual rate of 
47-8 per 10,000 living at that age, and of these no less than 15,800, or 14'9 per cent., 
were under one year, or at the annual rate of 112-7 per 1 0,000 births. In middle life 
the disease is less fatal, the deaths between 35 and 55 being 15,133, or at the rate of 
15'6 per 10,000 living at that age. Over 55 years the deaths numbered 54,306, or at the 
rate of 75 - 6 per 10,000 living at these ages. 

ihe number of deaths from laryngitis, namely, 1,058, probably does not really represent 
the mortality from that disease, as no doubt many of the deaths registered as from croup 
and uncertified are due to this cause. Pleuritis caused only 2,928 deaths, or at the rate 
of 293 per annum. This disease is uncommon, except in combination with pneumonia, 
which caused the large number of 19,718 deaths. There are several varieties of pneumonia, 
which are here grouped together. Some belong to the catarrhal form, and are closely 
allied in their origin and progress to bronchitis. Another form appears to be more of 
the. nature of a specific fever, and prevails under circumstances very similar to those 
which favour the spread of enteric fever. Unlike the other forms of diseases of the 
respiratory organs, it is more favoured by warm dry weather than by cold and wet 
weather. Asthma, though an important factor in deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
organs, is so frequently complicated with other forms of lung disease, and consists of so 
many varieties, that it would be useless to deal with it in detail. 

Diseases of the Digestive Organs caused 43,257 deaths (23,209 males, and 20,048 
females), being equal to an annual rate of 8 -2 per 10,000 of the mean population, this 
group includes a large number of diseases, but, unfortunately for statistical purposes, the 
returns are not of as definite a character as could be desired. Many cases are- uncer- 
tified, and in. many others the medical certificates are, from several reasons, necessarily 
of an indefinite character. Many of the diseases are of a sub-acute or chronic nature, 
and the medical attendant finds a history difficult to obtain. In other cases 
the exact nature of the affection is so obscure that without a post- 
mortem examination the medical attendant finds it impossible to certify in more 
than. general terms. It, therefore, follows that comparatively little advantage would be 
obtained by a lengthy analysis of the causes of death in this group. Of the 43,257 
deaths from diseases of the digestive organs 3,284 were ascribed to gastritis, or inflam- 
mation, of the. stomach, 5,027 to enteritis or inflammation of the bowels, 2,984 to 
peritonitis, or inflammation of the membrane covering the bowels and other abdominal 
organs, 2,305 to ascites or dropsy of the abdomen (belly), 1,790 to ulceration of the in- 
testines (bowels), 1,421 to hernia or “ rupture,” 3,570 to ileus, 416 to intussusception, 464 
to stricture of the intestines, 77 to fistula, 19 to disease of the pancreas, 2,350 to hepatitis 
or inflammation of the liver, 1,531 to jaundice, 10,141 to various other forms of disease of 
the liver, and 175 to diseases of the spleen. It is right here to point out that several of 
these diseases are closely associated with one another. Thus, there are deaths ascribed 
to enteritis, ulceration of the intestines, and peritonitis, making in all 9,801 deaths; 
generally speaking, ulceration of the intestines is preceded by enteritis, and in a 
great number of cases peritonitis is the result of ulceration of the intestines, so that we 
have enteritis followed by ulceration, followed by peritonitis, and the enteritis itself in 
many cases was owing to. enteric fever, or some closely allied cause, in which medical 
advice had not been obtained in sufficient time to enable the case to be properly dealt 
"with by the physician. It is highly probable that a large number of these 9,801 deaths 
were the result of neglected enteric fever. Again, there are 2,305 deaths ascribed to 
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ascites or dropsy of the abdomen, which form of dropsy is generally caused by disease of 
the liver. 2,350 were ascribed to hepatitis or inflammation ot the liver , 1,531 to jaun- 
dice a disease which is, in the great majority of cases, caused by diseases of the liver or 
its appendages : these together make up 6,186, which, with 10,141 deaths, ascribed to 
other forms' of liver disease, make altogether 1 6,327 deaths from liver disease, constituting, 
37-7 per cent, of all deaths from diseases of the organs connected with the promotion of 
digestion. Again, there are 3,284 deaths ascribed to gastritis or inflammation of the 
stomach, and 7,703 to other forms of stomach disease, making in all 10,987 deaths from 
diseases' of the stomach, which is equal to 25 ‘4 per cent, of the total deaths in this 
order of disease. The other deaths from diseases of the digestive organs do not 
appear to call for particular comment. Many of the deaths in this order are, no doubt, 
owino- to local development of constitutional disease, such as scrofula, tuberculosis, or 
cancer, and many, especially among those from gastritis, an d some forms of liver disease, 
are no doubt due to chronic alcoholism. 

Diseases of the Urinary dry os caused 13,276 deaths; of these 9,991, or 75-3 per cent., 
were males and 3,285 females. These deaths comprise 845 from nephritis or inflam- 
mation of the kidneys, 439 from ischuria. 3,379 from Bright’s disease, which may be con- 
sidered as chronic forms of kidney disease ; 1,160 from diabetes, 189 from calculus or 
stone in the bladder, 1,004 from cystitis or inflammation of the bladder. There remain 
6 260 cases of death from kidney disease, &c., ; the greater bulk of these, constituting 
about one-half of all the deaths in this order, are due to various forms of Bright’s disease, 
of which there are many. 

If these various forms of disease are grouped according to the organ affected, we 
find that practically they consist of three, first, diabetes which cannot fairly be. con- 
sidered as a disease of the urinary organs but only an affection, some of the prominent 
symptoms of which are demonstrated by these organs. Secondly, diseases of the 
kidney consisting of nephritis, Bright’s disease, and the bulk of the unspecified forms of 
kidney disease, making in all 10,304 deaths, and lastly, diseases of the bladder, consisting 
of ischuria, stone, and cystitis, making in all 1,633 deaths. It is diseases of the kidney 
which constitute the great bulk of this order. Of the 10.4S4 deaths which are included 
under this head 7,723 were males and the balance females, showing the greater prevalence, 
of kidney disease among men than there is among women. This no doubt is owing to the 
fact that intemperance is a fruitful cause of kidney disease and, therefore, this disease is 
more likely to affect males than females. Under the head nephritis the numbers are 
comparatively small and about equal in both sexes : many of these deaths are no doubt 
due to the sequelae of scarlatina and to exposure to cold. The Abstract (pages 84 and 8.5) 
shows that all forms of disease of the urinary organs are comparatively rare in early life 
and increase considerably after the age of 20. 

Diseases of the Organs of Generation caused 1,425 deaths, of which. 1,387 were 
females and only 38 males : these deaths are nearly all attributable to diseases of the 
uterus and ovaries of females in advanced life and do not call for special remarks. 

Diseases of the Organs of Locomotion caused 1,984 deaths during the decade : many 
of them were due either to diseases established as the result of accidents or to local 
results of scrofulous disease. 

Diseases of the Integumentary System are seldom fatal and when so are of a rare 
and unusual character, and scarcely call for any remark in this place ; 1,884 deaths were 
ascribed to these diseases. 

IV.— DEVELOPMENTAL DISEASES. 

This class consists of four orders namely, developmental diseases of children and 
malformations, to which were ascribed 5,539 deaths (2,984 males and 2,555 females) ; 
developmental diseases of adults, causing 5,934 deaths (all females) ; developmental 
diseases of old people, otherwise the natural decay of old age, to which there were 
attributed 206,349 deaths (93,711 males and 112,638 females) ; and diseases of nutrition 
which caused 50,738 deaths (25,680 males and 25.05S females). 

Of the 5,539 deaths in the first order no less than 2,302 were from premature birth, 
and 2,860 from teething; almost all of the remaining deaths were owing to congenital 
malformations inconsistent with a continuance of healthy life. It is probable that many 
of the cases of premature birth might have been avoided if the mothers had been living 
under healthy circumstances or had been free from disease or accident. The deaths 
from teething probably nearly all occurred in children otherwise delicate or neglected. . 

The deaths from developmental diseases of adults, numbering 5,934, all occurred in 
females, and, excepting 178 attributed to paramenia, were attributed to childbirth. The 
question of deaths from childbirth has already been sufliciently discussed in connexion

he latter equal to 30 • / per cent, of the total deaths from violence. This excess of male 
vei female deaths exists throughout all the five orders of this class. If, however the 
deaths m each sex are compared at different ages, as shown in the Abstract (pao- es 86 and 
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87) it will be observed that among children tbe excess of male over female deaths from 
violence is not great, whereas at the more active periods of life it is much greater than 
the proportion shown in the statement j ust referred to (page 41). Thus, in children under 
one year of age, there were among the males 700 deaths from accident or negligence, and 
amono- the females 534. Under five years there were from the same cause 2,468 deaths 
amoni? males, and 2,130 among females, making a total of 4,598 deaths from accident or 
negligence among young children. It may be pretty confidently stated that nearly all 
these deaths may be more correctly ascribed to negligence than to accident, as will.be 
pointed out further on, with special reference to the question of burns and scalds. During 
the more active periods of life, when exposure to accident is greatest, the number of 
death in males is 5,517, and in females only 1,350, or about one-fourth. If the .modes 
of death by violence are more closely analysed it will be found that the three principal 
causes were fractures and contusions, burns and scalds, and drowning. 

Fractures and contusions caused 6,773 deaths, of which 5,161 were males and 1,612 
females. The great bulk of these occurred in middle, or advanced life, comparatively few 
being among young children. It is remarkable, the increasing mortality from, this cause 
at the advanced ages. This is not that old persons are more liable to accidents, but 
that when accidents do occur to old people they are much more likely to be followed 
by fatal results. 

The very large number of deaths from burns (including scalds) is remarkable : these 
constitute 4,376 (1,987 males and 2,389 females), or 21 ‘3 per cent, of all the deaths from 
violence. The most prominent feature in this large mortality from burning is that of 
these 4,376 deaths, no less than 2,751 or. 63 per cent, were in children under five years 
of age, and must, therefore, have been owing to the carelessness, or neglect of the parents 
or other guardians of these helpless little ones. The suffering indicated by these figures 
must have been of a very terrible character. In addition to these deaths among very 
small children there were 553 (196 males and 357 females) of children from five to 
ten years of age. Among young adults and the middle aged namely, from ten to 
forty-five years of age, the deaths were only 288 (112 males and 176 females). In 
advanced life from forty-five upwards the deaths were 67 5 (231 males and 444 females) ; in 
persons who were upwards of seventy-five years of age, and had to a great extent become 
helpless from age, in fact who had reached their second childhood, the number was no 
less than 233 (76 males and 157 females). With reference to sex it will be observed 
that of the whole 4,376 deaths from burning, 1,987 were males and 2,389 females, or 
45*4 and 54 '6 per cent, respectively, the number of female deaths being in excess 
of the males. This is almost certainly owing to the fact that a large number of 
these deaths are caused by the clothes accidentally taking fire, and this view is sup- 
ported by the fact that the number of deaths from burning among males and females 
under five years of age is almost equal — namely, 1,409 males and 1,342 females. At 
this period of life there is but little difference in the method of clothing the two sexes ; 
at the ages of five to ten when the female garments become of a more inflammable 
pattern the deaths were 196 for males and 357, or nearly double the number for 
females, and this proportion is found to prevail pretty constantly through all the 
remaining age periods. In fact, adult females, owing to the nature of their clothing, have 
about double the chance of being burnt to death that males have. 

Drowning caused 4,372 deaths, of which 3,503 were males and 869 females. As 
shown m the Abstract (pages 86 and 87) the greater number of these deaths occurred in 
males at the active periods of life. 

The other causes of deaths by accident or negligence do not call for any specific notice. 

Homicidal deaths numbered 905, of which 610 were males and 295 females : of 
these, 347 (169 males and 178 females) were infants under 1 year and may be classed as 
infanticides, the balance, 558, of the total may be classed as murder or manslaughter. 
In connexion with this branch of the subject it may be mentioned that there were only 
15 persons (all males) executed in Ireland during the 10 years. 

Deaths from suicide numbered 958 — 699 males and 259 females; nearly all were in 
persons over 20 years of age. The modes of death by suicide do not seem to call for 
any special remarks. 

AGES. 

The deaths of infants under one year of age numbered 135,619, being at the rate of 
97 per 1,000 births registered. 

Amongst children under five years of age there occurred 237,181 deaths, a mortality 
equal to an average annual rate of 38 ‘6 per 1,000 of the living at that age. Of these 
237,181 children, 126,096 were boys, and 111,085 girls; the death rate among boys 
being 40’5 per 1,000 living, and that for girls 36‘7 per 1,000.

THE WEATEEB. 

The following particulars hare been extracted from Returns of Meteorological 

for the Meteorological Office, London . , 

The Average* Mean Atmospherical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the baromett 
st 9 AM Id 1 r.M, corrected and reduced to 32’ Pahrenhert at the mean sea level The Ave^ 
5 orf' Tpmnerature of the Air given in the Tables is the arithmetical mean of the readings ot 
TW^Bidb^ Thermometer in a Stevenson stand taken daily at 9 AM. and 9r.lt In a separate Table, 
SeAwAge Mean Temperature values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal «. g 

. m . ou l 0 ut this abstract the term “ Average ” is employed to denote the 
mecms • thus, by Average Atmospherical Pressure we understand tlie arithmetical mean of a senes 7 
annual’mean pressures. 
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of the thermometer in the shade by Kaemtz’s Formula, viz., min. + [max. -min. x -41 }=Mean 
Temperature. The Tension of Aqueous Vapour (expressed in terms of inches of mercury), Relative 
Humidity, and Amount of Cloud, are the result of observations taken daily at 9 A.M. and 9 P.M. 
The Rainfall is that measured at 9 A.M. each day and entered to the preceding day. A Rainy Day 
is one on which at least one-hundredth ( - 01) of an inch of rain falls within the twenty-four hours from 
9 a.m. to 9 P.M, The number of days of rain, snow, hail, thunderstorms, clear sky, over-cast sky, and 
gales are calculated from observations at 9 A.M. and 9 P.M., and the same applies to the results 
obtained as to the Direction of the Wind. 

The Average Mean height of the Barometer during the ten years, 1871-80, was 29'898 inches. 
•The annual mean varied from 29 737 inches in 1872, to 29'964 inches in 1875 and 1880, a difference 
of nearly a quarter of an inch (-227 inch). The monthly average ranged from 29\996 inches in May 
to 29'847 inches in October. The extreme monthly means were — highest, 30'307 inches in January, 
1880 ; lowest, 29'344 inches, in December, 1876. The absolute extreme readings^ of the barometer 
were — maximum, 30'866 inches, at 12.20 p.m. of March 6, 1874; minimum, 28'345 inches, at 9 A.M. 
of January 20, 1873. 

The extreme obseived range of atmospherical pressure in the ten years was, therefore, 2‘521 
inches. _ c,o 

The Average Mean Temperature deduced from observations at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m., was 49'2 , the 
average at 9 A.M. being 4!) - 6°, and that at 9 p.m., 48'8°. The annual mean varied from^47'0° in 1879 
to 50'0°in 1871 — a range of 3°. The monthly average varied from 40o° in December to 59’8°inJuly 
an annual range of 19'3°. The extreme monthly means were — highest, 61'9° in July, 1876 ; lowest, 
32'5° in December, 1878 — a range of 29 '4°. The absolute extremes of temperature were highest, . 
87'2°, on July 16, 1876; lowest, 14'0°, on December 24, 1878. These values give a range of 
73'2° in the screen. The average temperature of the ten years deduced from the observed daily 
extremes by Kaemtz’s formula, was 48'8°. 

Rain fell on 2,031 days, including snow or sleet on 185 days, and hail on 309 days. . The average 
annual number of rainy days was, therefore, 203 ; of snowy days, 18'5, and of days of hail, 30'9. The 
total rainfall measured 298'33l inches. The smallest annual fall was 23’820 inches on 189 days in 
lb73 ; the largest annual fall was 35'566 inches on 23S days in 1872. The average annual fall 
appears as 29‘833 inches. The monthly fall varied from 16 '843 inches on 156 days in May to 36'415 
inches on 185 days in October. July, however, had the greatest number of rainy days — 194, but 
the rainfall in that month was only 29724 inches. The maximal rainfall in twenty-four hours was 
2736 inches on October 27. 1880— a downpour which was nearly approached on August 13, 
1874, when 2'482 inches were measured. June was the only month in the year in which no rainfall 
of one inch in twenty-four hours took place ; the heaviest downpour in this month was '980 inch on 
June 3, 1878. The quarterly distribution of rainfall was remarkable. That in the first two 
quarters was almost identical, namely, first quarter, 62'215 inches ; second quarter, 62 293 ; total for 
the first half-year, 124 508 inches. In the third quarter, 85'907 inches, and in the fourth quarter, 
87-916 inches fell. Total for the second half-year no less than 173-823 inches, or nearly one-half as 
much ao-ain as the rainfall of the first six months. The quarterly distribution of rainy days is 
somewhat different, for the numbers in the first, third, and fourth quarters are almost identical, being- 
515, 518, and 519 respectively. In the second quarter the rainy days were much fewer, namely, 
479. From these figures we conclude that the second quarter is the driest, and that the rainfall in 

the first quarter, while not heavy, is distributed over a great number of days. _ • 

Of the 185 snowy days, 104 were found in the first quarter, 15 in the second., none in the third, 
and 66 in the fourth. Of the 309 days on which hail was observed, 114 fell in the first quarter, 
77 in the second, 23 in the third, and 95 in the fourth. 

As regards the Dwection of the Wind, 7,309 observations were made with this result — A 1 ., 394; 
NE 442; E, 729; S.E., 667; S., 609; S.W, 964; W, 2,082: N.W., S78; Calm, 544. The 
preponderance of westerly (S.W. to N.W.) over easterly (N.E. to S.E.) winds is very striking— the 
figures are 3,924 and 1,838 respectively, more than 2 to 1 in favour of westerly winds. But the 
great excess of W. winds is still' more remarkable. They number 2,082, or more than double the 
number of S.W. winds, 964. Partial deflection of S.W. winds by a range of mountains— with 
summits of 2,000 feet and upwards— to the southward of the city, in some measure accounts for this, 
and a further explanation is to be found in the frequent occurrence of light westerly land breezes 
during calm, cold weather. Correlated to this class of westerly winds are the light easterly and 
south-easterly sea breezes of the daytime, which so materially modify the heats ol summer m 
Dublin, and. go so far to swell the number of E. and S.E. winds included in the Table. 

Gales were recorded on 139 occasions, of which 59, or considerably more than one-third, happened 
within the first quarter, only 10 in the second, 19 in the third, and 51 in the fourth. January 
(with 30 gales) was the stormiest month. There was only one gale in June. 

Thunderstorms occurred on 102 days, of which 9 were in the first quarter, 3/ m the second, 42 m 
the third, and 14 in the fourth. June (with 22 storms) and July (with 31) were the months m which 
electrical disturbances most frequently took place. N ot a single thunderstorm happened in December. 

On 382 occasions the Sky was clear, or the amount of cloud was under 20 per cent. ; on 1,093 
occasions it was overcast, that is, the amount of cloud exceeded 80 per cent. l'he first quarter was 
the cloudiest (325 overcast skies), the second quarter was the clearest (109 clear skies). 

The Amount of Cloud varied from 64 per cent, at 9 a.m. to 5/ per cent, at 9 P.M., the average 
being 60 per cent. 

The following are more detailed remarks upon the weather in the different months : — 

JANUARY.— The average height of the barometer was 29'881 inches. It varied from 30'307 inches 
in 1880 to 29'411 inches in 1872 — a range of not less than '896 inch. The average mean temperature 
was 41'4°. In 1875 the mean temperature was 46'4°, in 1879 it was 35-0°. The absolute extreme 
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temperatures were — highest, 57T°, on the 13th, in 1873: lowest, 201°, on the 22nd, in 1880. The 
average rainfall was 2'086 inches on 17'3 days : the extremes of rainfall were— maximum, 4-322 
inches, on 25 days, in 1877 ; minimum, 0'406 inch, on 9 days, in 1876. In 1880 there were only 
8 rainy days. The absolute maximal fall in twenty-four hours was T039 inches, on the 15th, in 1873. 
Snow or sleet fell on 36 days and hail on 29 days during the ten years. There were 6 thunderstorms 
and 30 gales. The most prevalent wind was W., which was recorded 175 times out of a total of 620 
observations. Next came S.W., with 129 observations. The N.E. and N. winds were the least 
frequent, with 11 and 12 observations respectively. The average amount of cloud was 64 per cent. 
— 67 at 9 AM. and 62 at 9 p.m. 

February.— The average atmospherical pressure was 29‘862 inches, varying from 30-194 inches in 
1878 to 29-501 inches in 1 879. The average mean temperature was 42-4°. It ranged from 46T° in 1871 
to 37’2° in 1873. The absolute extremes of temperature were — highest, 59-4°, on the 17th, in 1878 ; 
lowest, 24-0°, on the 3rd and 4th, in 1873. The average rainfall was 2-273 inches on 16 - 9 days ; the' 
extremes of rainfall were— maximum, 3'706 inches, on 23 days, in 1879 ; minimum, 0-925 inch, 
on 8 days, in 1S73. The absolute greatest hill in twenty-four hours was 1-583 inches, on the 25th, in 
187 4. Snow or sleet fell on 26 and hail on 29 days within the ten years. There was only one thunder- 
storm. There were 11 gales. The wind blew most frequently from W.— on 169 occasions— least so 
from N. and N.E. ; from each of these points on only 21 occasions. The average amount of cloud 
was 66 per cent. — 67 at 9 a.m. and 66 at 9 p.m. 

March.— Average height of the barometer=29 , 923 inches, ranging from 30-179 inches in 1875 
to 29-561 inches in 1876. Average mean temperature=43-6°, varying from 46-2° in 1871 to 401° in 
1876. The absolute extremes of temperature were — highest, 60'6°, on the 24th, in 1871, and on the 
27th, in 1874 ; lowest, 25-2°, on the 11th, in 1874. The average rainfall was 1'863 inches on 17'3 
days ; the extremes of rainfall were— largest, 3129 inches on 16 days in 1880 ; smallest, 0'815 inch on 
12 days m 1871. In 1876 there were 23 rainy days. The absolute maximal fall in twenty-four hours 
was 1-150 inches, on the 24th, in 1877. Snow or sleet fell on 42 days and hail on 56 days during the 
ten years. There were 2 thunderstorms, and 18 gales. The most prevalent wind was once more W., 
observed on 166 occasions. The least prevalent winds were N.E. (36 observations) and S. (40 
observations). The average amount of cloud was 59 per cent. — 63 at 9 A.M. and 54 at 9 p.m. 

Apr il _— Average height of the barometer=29'857 inches. The range was from 30-105 inches, in 

1873, to 29-707 inches in 1879, or only -398 inch, and less than half the range observed in 
January (-896 inch). Average mean temperature=47-3°, varying from 49-8°, in 1874, to 44'0°, in 
1879 — a year which was throughout phenomenal in its coldness, the mean temperature being 47-0°, 
compared with a ten years’ average of 49'2°. The absolute extremes of temperature were — 69’4 0 ' 
on the -20th, in 1875, and 25-4°, on the 13th, in 1876. This last exceptionally low readin" occurred 
on the sky clearing after a heavy fall of snow, when radiation had full play. The average rainfall 
was 2-213 inches on 15-9 days ; the extremes being— greatest, 4-707 inches, on 21 days, in 1877 • 
least, 0-498 inch, on 8 days, in 1873. The absolute maximal fall in twenty-four hours was 1-276 
inches, on the 21st, in 1872. Snow or sleet fell on 11 days, hail on 40 days in the ten years. There 
were 7 thunderstorms and also 7 gales. The W. wind was again the most prevalent, being observed 
on 121 occasions. A S. wind was noted on only 39 occasions. There is a marked increase in 
the prevalence of easterly (83 observations) and north-easterly (75 observations) winds in this month 
The average amount of cloud was 58 per cent.— 64 at 9 a.m. and 51 at 9 p.m. 

'T he - aVerage P ressure was 29-996 inches, the range being from 30-213 inches in 1876 to 
29719 inches in 1878. Average mean temperature = 51-6°, ranging from 54-5° in 1875 to 48’5° in 
1877 and 1879. The absolute extremes of temperature were — highest, 72'8° on the 14th in 1875 ; 
lowest, 31-8° on the 10th in 1879. The average rainfall was 1-684 inches on 15 6 days. In 1878 
no less than 4'540 inches of rain fell on 23 days ; in 1871, on the contrary, the fall amounted to only 
0-378 inch on 9 days. In 1876 there were but 6 rainy days. The absolute maximal fall in twenty- 
four hours was 1-220 inches, on the 10th, in 1878. Snow or sleet fell on 4 days, hail on 30 days 
There were 8 thunderstorms, and only 2 gales. W.winds were again most frequent, being 142 in number, 
b. winds occurred on only 24 occasions; while N„ N.E. and E. together made up 238 out of 620 
observations. The average amount of cloud was 55 per cent., 61 at 9 A.M. and 49 at 9 p.m. The 
comparative clearness of the sky at 9 p.m. is a striking feature of the meteorology of May.

The absolute extreme temperatures were — 
highest, 74-8 on the 14th, in 1880; lowest, 35'9° on the 24th, in 1871, and on the 29th in 1873. 
The average rainfall was 2-450 inches on 15 - 1 days. In 1871 the fall amounted to 4’048 inches on 
13 days, but in 1878 it was T6S4 inches on 16 days. In 1872 rain was measured on 22 days, but 
the total quantity was only 2-464 inches. The maximal fall in twenty-four hours was 1-181 inches 
on the 13th, in 1873. There was neither snow nor sleet, and hail fell only on 6 days. There were 

10 gales. The W. wind as usual chiefly prevailed, being noted on 171 occasions. The least frequent 
wind was N.E. (24 observations). The average cloudiness was 58 per [cent. — 61 at 9 A.M. and 54 
at 9 p.m. 

October — The average barometrical height was 29-847 inches; the annual mean pressure 
varying from 30T48 inches in 1879 to 29"668 inches in 1872. The average mean temperature was 
49-1°; in 1876 it was 5 2 ’4° ; in 1880 it fell to 44-9°. The absolute extremes of temperature were — 
highest, 68-1° on the 1st, in 1873; lowest, 28'2° on the 20th, in 1880. The average rainfall was 3-641 
inches, an amount in excess of the average of any other month. The average rainy days numbered 
18"5. In 1880 the rainfall amounted to not less than 7"358 inches on, however, only 15 days; in 
1875 also 7 049 inches fell on 26 days. The least rainfall in this month was T320 inches on 14 
days in 1879. The maximal fall in twenty-four hours was 2-736 inches on the 27th, in 1880. Snow 
or sleet fell on 4 days, of which 3 were in 1880. Hail occurred on 19 days, of which 7 were in 1880 
There were 9 thunderstorms and 18 gales. The wind blew most frequently from W. (on 184 
occasions) ; least so from N. (on only 24 occasions). The average amount of cloud was 59 per cent, 
at 9 A.M., 62, and at 9 p.m., 55. 

November.— Average height of barometer==29-867 inches, ranging from 30-304 in 1879 to 29 -527 
inches in 1877. The mean pressure, 30-304 inches, observed in 1879, is the highest monthly mean 
recorded during the ten years, with the exception of January, 1880, when it was 30-307 inches, and 
is nearly one inch above the lowest observed monthly mean which was 29'344 inches in December, 
1876. The average mean temperature was 43-7°. It rose to 46-2° in 1874, and fell to the unusually 
low value of 37'4° in 1878. The absolute extremes of temperature were— highest, 63'2° on the 6th 
in 1872 ; lowest, 26"3° on the 26th in 1878. The average rainfall was 2'479 inches on 17"3 days. 
The fall ranged from 3-614 inches on 20 days in 1876 to 1-251 inches on 10 days in 1879. In 1872 
there were 24 rainy days. The maximal fall in twenty-four hours was 1-252 inches on the 28th, in 
1874. Snow or sleet fell on 17 days in the .10 years, and hail on 37 days. There were 5 thunder- 
storms and 16 gales. The W. wind was, as usual, most prevalent (172 observations out of 600); 
the N.E. wind was least prevalent (31 observations). The average cloudiness was 63 per cent., both 
at 9 A.M., and at 9 p.m. 

December. — The average height of the barometer was 29-882 inches, varying from 30-237 inches 
in 1879 to 29 - 344 inches in 1876. This range, amounting to - 893 inch, almost equals that observed 
in January, namely, -896 inch. The average mean temperature was 40-5°, lower by 0-9°than that 
of January, the next coldest month on the average of the 10 years. The anomaly of December 
being colder than January is explained by the intense cold of December in 1878, when the mean 
temperature was as low as 32‘5°. In 1873, on the other hand, the mean temperature rose to 45-1°. 
The absolute extremes of temperature were — maximum, 58 - 3° on the 18th, in 1871 ; n-iinimnm ^ 14-0° 
on the 24th, in 1 878. The average rainfall was 2-671 inches on 161 days. It varied. from' 7- 566 
inches on 22 days in 1S76, to 0'692 inch on only 7 days in 1873. The fall of 7-566 inches exceeded 
that of any other month in the 10 years, the nearest approach to this downpour being 7'358 inches 
in October, 1880, and 7-049 in that same month in 1875. The absolute heaviest fall in twenty-four 
hours was 1-828 inches on the 2nd in 1876. Snow or sleet fell on 45 days ; hail on 39. Not a single 
thunderstorm occurred. There were 17 gales. A vast preponderance of W. and S.W. winds was 
noted— 255 observations of W. and 107 of S.W., together giving 362 out of a total of 620 observa- 
tions, that is considerably more than one-half. In marked contrast, the N.E. wind was observed on 
only 8 occasions ; the N. on only 16. The average quantity of cloud was 62 per cent. — 64 at 9 a.m. 
and 61 at 9 p.m.

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Topographical Description of the Eight Divisions into which Ireland was 
divided for Statistical purposes. 



No. I, The North-Eastern Division. — This division may be described by a line passing south- 
ward from Lough Foyle through the counties of Londonderry, Tyrone, and Armagh, to Lough Bawn, 
in the county of Monaghan, and thence eastward to Carlingford Lough ; the north and east being on 
the seaboard. 

No. IT., The North-Western Division, is bounded on the east by the division just described, 
from Lough Foyle to a point a little south of Six Mile Cross, in the county of Tyrone, and may be 
described by a line drawn thence S.W. through the county of Fermanagh to the south of Enniskillen, 
embracing that portion of the north-west angle of the county of Cavan belonging to the Enniskillen 
Union, into the county of Leitrim, crossing Lough Allen, thence into the county of Sligo, to a point 
situated to the southward of the town of Ballymote, and thence extending north to Ballysodare Bay ; 
the remainder of the division is bounded by the sea. It contains Loughs Erne and Derg, and part of 
Lough Allen, and large portions of it are mountainous. 

No. III., The Eastern Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster and Ulster ; it extends 
along the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel from Warrenpoint, in the county of Down, to the south 
of Cahore Point, in the county of Wexford, stretching inland about twenty-five miles, and embracing 
the counties of Louth, Dublin, and Wicklow, and portions of the counties of Carlow, Cavan, Kildare, 
Meath, and Wexford ; together with small portions of the counties of Armagh and Monaghan. 

No. IV., The North Midland Division, is situated in the provinces of Leinster, Ulster, and 
Connaught, and extends southward from its junction with the “North-Western” division near Six 
Mile Cross, in the county of Tyrone, to Tyrrellspass, in the county of Westmeath. Virginia, in the 
county of Cavan, is situated on its eastern border, and Tulsk, in the county of Roscommon, on its 
western. 

No. V., The South Midland Division, situated in the provinces of Leinster and Munster, 
extends from the Hill of Down, in the county of Meath, southward to Borris, in the count}' of Carlow. 
Its southern boundary may be described by a line drawn thence to New Birmingham, in the county of 
Tipperary, and from that point south to Fethard, in the same county, thence westward to the northern 
base of the Galty mountains, and in a north-westerly direction, to Pallasgreen, in the county of 
Limerick. On the east it is bounded by the “ Eastern” division, and on the west by the “ Western ” 
and the “ South-Western ” divisions. 

No. VI., The Western Division. — This division extends southwards from Sligo and Killala Bays 
to the northern bank of the River Shannon, lying westward of Limerick ; the extreme points, north 
and south, being Benwee Head, in the county of Mayo, and Loop Head, in the county of Clare, a 
distance in or about 120 miles, which, however, does not represent the extent of seaboard, the western 
coast being indented by numerous bays and inlets. This division has been extended much more inland 
than the eastern division, as from its exposure to the Atlantic Ocean, and the prevalence of westerly 
winds (which blow for nearly three-fourths of the year), the climate must be affected for a considerable 
distance inland ; the Unions situated on the extreme east are Boyle, Castlereagh, Glennamaddy, 
Mountbellew, Ballinasloe, and Portumna. 

No. VII., The South-Eastern Division. — This division extends from its junction with the 
“ Eastern ” division, southward of Cahore Point, in the county of Wexford, along the eastern and 
southern coasts to the east of Cork Harbour, and is bounded on the north by the “ South Midland ” 
division. It embraces the county of Waterford, nearly the whole of the county of Wexford, parts of 
the counties of Carlow, Kilkenny, and Tipperary ; that portion of the county of Limerick (38,550 acres) 
comprised in the Mitchelstown Union, and a portion of the eastern side of Cork county. 

No. VIII., The South-Western Division, extends along the 'southern and western coasts from 
Cork Harbour to the River Shannon, and embraces the county of Kerry, nearly the whole of the 
counties of Cork and Limerick, and a small portion of the county of Clare, comprised in the Limerick 
Union. 
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Population of Ireland (including Army, Navy, and Merchant Seamen on shore or in port)

Note. This table has been constructed for the years 1801 to 1831-By adopting the rates of increase of the male and female population 
between 1821 and 1831, as shown by the Irish Census Reports of 1831— the first complete Census of Ireland having been taken in 1821. 

1832 to 1841— By adopting the rate of increase between the population of 1831 and 1841, according to the Irish Census Report of 1841. 

1842 to 1846— By taking the English average birth-rate of 1 in 31, and death-rate of 1 in 45, and deducting the annual emigration from 
Ireland according to the returns received from the Emigration Commissioners in England. 

1847 to 1851— The English birth-rate, as above, was used, deducting the number of deaths and the number of emigrants in each year, as 
given in the Irish Census Reports of 1851 ; an allowance, proportioned to the number of recorded deaths and the number of emigrants being 
made in each year for the excess of the number thus arrived at for 1851 over the actual population according to the Census of that year. 

1852 to 1871— The English birth and death rates, as above, were used, deducting the number of emigrants according to the returns 
obtained by the Registrar-General for Ireland, and allowing for excess over Census numbers for 1861 and 1871 as explained for the last period. 

1872-80— By adding the Births registered in each year to the estimated population for the previous year, deducting the deaths and 
emigration, and adjusting the results for the years 1872-80, to allow for the discrepancy between the number thus arrived at for 1860 and the 
estimate based on the Census taken on the 3rd of April, 1881.
